SOME OF THE RETURNS IN DETAIL. 


Pittsburg Gives a Heavy Majority Against 


the Cola-Water Amendment. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., June 18.—Returns from 
Allegheny County are coming in slowly. 
Conservative politicians say the majority 
against the amendment will reach 28. 
000. In this city twenty-nine wards 
out of thirty-six give 14,053 majority 
against the amendment. The suffrage 
amendment has been lost sight of, but it is 
safe to say the majority against it will be 
large. Returps received from surrounding 
counties, all estimated, are as follows: 
Fayette, 3,200 majority for prohibition; 
Forest, 350 majority for; Beaver, 1,500 
for; Huntingdon, 1,000 for; Westmoreland, 
500 for; Butler, 2,500 fur. A special from 
Bradford says McKean County’s majority 
for the prohibitory amendment, estimated, is 
500. Potter County’s majority 400, also esti- 
mated. Bradford City’s majority against the 
amendment is 186. 

With more than one-half the districts heard 
from in Washington County it is estimatea 
that the majority for the prohibitory 
amendment will reach 2,000. 

Crawford County will give 3,500 for the 
amendment. 

Blair County’s vote is estimated at 3,500 in 
favor of prohibition. 

Venango County, from returns received, 
will give 3,800 majority for the amendment. 

Greene County’s majority tor the amend- 
ment is estimated at 400. 

At midnight returns from all but three 
wards in Pittsburg gave 15,500 majority 
against prohibition. 

Allegheny City, with all but seven districts, 
gives 3,500 majority against the amendment.

TOMORROW’S FIGHT IN RHODE ISLAND 


Little Prospect for the Repealers Getting 
the Required Majority. 

Provipence, R. I., June 18.—[Special.]— 
Thursday Rnode Island votes on a proposi- 
tion to annul the fifth or proasibition amend- 
ment to the Constitution. The vote to sub- 
mit was passed May 30, so that the campaign 
has necessarily been short. The Liquor 
Dealers’ Protective Trade Association has 
raised a big pot of money both in and out of 
the State for use in the election, which is 
not to be taken under the secret ballot 
system, the law not going into ef- 
tect until June 30. The repealers 
hu ve had no meetings, but have used the news- 
papers freely. Tonight B. Fay Mills, the evan- 
gelist, and Gen. Thomas J. Morgan, the new 


Indian Commissioner, addressed a large au- 


dience. Tnere is considerable enthusiasm 
manifested by the temperance people and 
the liquor dealers, and but little by the peo- 
ple whom the latter expect to come out and 
vote for repeal. he outlook is therefore for 
alight vote. The drift of opinion is that the 
vote for repeal will have a majority, but not 
the necessary constitutional majority of 
three-fifths. Ten of the wealthiest men in 
the State, including ex-Senator Jonathan 
Chace, Darius Goff, and William F. Sayles, 
have, on the part of the Prohibitionists, 
united in offering a reward of $5,000 for the 
detection of bribery. 


MICHIGAN FAVORS LOCAL OPTION. 


The Law Passed by the Senate and Will 
Be Signed by the Governor. 

LANnsina, Mich., June 18.—[Special.]—The 
Loca) Option bill, after hanging fire in the 
Senate for weeks, passed that body today and 
will become a law as soon as it reaches the 
Governor. A number of serious defects led 
the Supreme Court to deciare the local option 
law of two years ago unconstitutional and the 
new act has been carefully framed to avoid 
these objections. On this account the power 
of suspending the liquor traffic in any coun- 
ty is given to the County Supervisors instead 
of directly tothe people. Any time one-fifth 
of the voters of a county petition for a local 
option election the County Clerk is required 
to call a special meeting of the Supervisors 
and they in turn call the election. If the 
county votes in favor of prohibition the Su- 
pervisors have power to adopt a resolution 
prohibiting tne sale of liquors, but 
are not compellod to do so only 
as morally bound by the decision 
of the voters. The relatives of peopie in- 
jured in person or property by liquor sold 
them in prohibition counties can recover 
actual damages from the seller. In the 
House a bill establishing a State constabu- 
lary to enforce the liquor law was defeated 
after a heated discussion. 


’ Richmond, Ind., for High License. 
RicuMonD, Ind., June 18.— [Special.] — The 
former attempt of the Republican members 
of the Council to rush through a bill in com- 
formity with the act of tne last Legislature, 
increasing saloon licenses from $50 to 
$250, proved futile for want of a two- 
thirds majority to suspend the rules.

BELMONT’S CRACK GELDING CAPT- 
URES THE SUBURBAN HANDICAP. 


Piloted by “Snapper” Garrison, He Passes 


Under the Wire Closely Pressed by 
Terra Cotta, Winning a Great Race in 
2:09 4-5—A Large Crowd and Heavy 
Betting—St. Carlo Wins the Foam and 
Salvator the Tidal Stakes—The Other 
Events. 

New York, June 18.— [Special.] - Raceland 
won a great victory today. He ran a mile 
and a quarter for the Suburban Stake in 
2:09 4-5, coming within 2 45 seconds of the 
record time on a track that was dry on top 
and sticky underneath—the conditions which 
his backers said would be favorable to him as 
against other horses—but he was only a 
scant half length before Terra Cotta, who 
again proved that he is one of the greatest 
horses on the American turf. There are 
many people who will find it difficult to de- 
cide for their own satisfaction whether it 
was an accident or McLaughlin’s stupidity 

that lost the race to 

the Chicago horse. 

But whether it was 

lost through accident 

or stupiaity Terra 

Cotta, after everybody 

declared he was bound 

to come in last, passed 

all the other horses 

except Raceland and 

was giving him a close 

race when they came 

under the wire.

Fully 15,900 people witnessed the great race. 
It was the sixth contestfor the Suburban 
Stake at the Sheepshead Bay track. The 
stake is guaranteed to be worth $10,000, of 
which the second horse gets $2,000 and the 
third $1,000. The first race for this stake was 
run in 1884, when Gen. Monroe won with 
Donohue up in 2:11. Pontiac won 
with Onley as his rider in 2:09)¢, and Fitz- 
patrick piloted Troubadour home in 1886 in 
2:1244. The following year Eurus was rid- 
den by Davis and surprised every one by 
winning in 2:12, and last year Elkwood, with 
Martin up, made the race in 2:07!¢, coming 
witnin a half second of Dry Monopole’s great 
record. 

PROPITIOUS WEATHER, 

The race has become one of the most pop- 
ular on the Easternturf. It always draws a 
tremendous throng, and did toaay. It was a 
great day for the contest. The New Jersey 
weather prophet was offagain, anda day 
which he said would be cold and rainy was 
warm, pieasant, and sunshiny, with a strong 
wind blowing from the northeast. With 
strong racing cards as attractions and fault- 
less weather it is not surprising that every 
seat in the gr stand was occupied, 
that every box was taken, that the 
lawn and paddock were flocked with people, 
and that everywh@fe there was a jam. 
The crowd was really too great for comfort. 
Hundreds of people saw little of the racing. 
A glimpse of horses, an intermingling of 
colors, was all they saw. Fully one-half the 
crowd was madeupof women. Washington, 
Philadelphia, Boston, and Pittsburg were 
represented by leading turfmen. Members 
of the Chinese Legation occupied a box. 
Mike McDonald and otner Chicagoans helped 
to sweil tne throngs, and it is said that some 
of them dropped considerable money through 
their confidence in the ability of Terra Cotta 
to win. eh 

In tne betting ring there was an awful 
jam. Men with “sure thing“ tips were 
crazy to bet, and acted as though they were 
afraid they would not huve achance to put 
up their money. They pushed and jostled 
each other in their good-natured eagerness 
to get up to the bookies, who were pull- 
ing in money hand over fist. If this was 
true of the Foam and the Tidal Stakes, what 
is to be said of the situation when bets on 
the Suburban race were opened! The push- 
ing and pulling were increased. Scores of 
persons who had saved their money rushed 
to the ring to bet on this race, and the crowd 
there was greatly increased. Raceland was 
the favorite in the ring, as he had been for 
two weeks. By the time the race was called 
the tield narrowed down to nine horses, but 
nine Whose records were a guarantee of a 
great and hotly contested race. 

THE BETTING.

Raceland, Terra Cotta, Badge, 
Eurus, and all the other horses came within 
the conditions of these penalties, Terra Cotta 
carrying the top weight of 124 pounds. These 
increased weights helped to cut down the 
field and there were only nine starters when 
the betting was opened in the ring this after- 
noon. Inspector B., who had been a doubt- 
fui starter from the first, was scratched, and 
the Dwyer Bros. pinned their faith on Bella 
B. alone. The word got out that the Dwyers’ 
had declared to win with her, and a good 
many dollars were placed on her at odds of 
$ and 88 to 81. But Racelard con- 
tinued the favorite to the last. He 
was closely pressed, even in the betting 
ring, by Terra Cotta. The odds on Racelana 
were $5 to $8 and op Terra Cotta $5 to $11 ana 
$13. The margin for winning was so close 
that the small betters in many cases placed 
their money on short horses, and it is diffi- 
cult to tellon which of these the greatest 
amount was bet. As much money seemed to 
be going up on Terra Cotta as Raceland, 
partly because the odds were better and 
partiy because thousands of people believed 
he would win the race. The big betters, 
however, like Phil Daly and others, are said 
to have backed Raceland heavily, and of 
course they won a pot of money. On Badge 
the odds were $4 and $5 to $1, that horse hav- 
ing given way to Terra Cotta as the second 
favorite. On Gorgo the bookies gave $10 to 
$1, and on the others the odds were greater 
still. 

At last the time for betting was over and 
the horses were getting ready for the start. 
The betting ring was deserted and the 
grand stand, boxes, paddock, and lawn were 
packed with people eager to see the great 
race. And that it was a great one those who 
saw it can well understand. The throng 
was not so enthusiastic as the one that saw 
Exile win the Brooklyn Handicap only a few 
weeks ago.

Terra Cotta was the first on the track. 
McLaughlin was up, and as the colors of the 
Chicago Stable were nized there was a 
mild sort of appluuse, it was not even so 
great as that which ed the rider when 
he had appeared only a Hort time ago mount- 
ed on Salvator, the nner of the Tidal 
Stakes. Bella B. seemed to get more cheers 
than Terra Cotta when Tylor rode her down 
past the grand stand. me great applause, 
of course, was reserved for Raceland and 
his rider, Garrison. fhe Snapper” is a 
great favorite hereaboutS ana always gets 
the applause his great achievements deserve. 
Elkwood, last year’s winner of the Suburban, 
was nota favorite, and he and Fitzpatrick 
got a very quiet reception. Gorgo, tne rep- 
resentative of the Hearst Stabie. with Hamil- 
ton up, was given a cheer. Following came 
Eurus, with Hayward as rider, Badge with 
Anderson, Volunteer with Mosier, and Brian 
Boru with Bergen, as their riders. 

If the crowd was quiet it was none the 
less interested. It was greatly excitea. 
Such acraning of necks, such eagerness to 
see, and such pushing to get a good view 
have rarely been seen. From one end of the 
grand stand to tne other there was a buzz of 
interest. The merits of the horses were 
eagerly discussed, but it was plain that, 
although Raceland was the favorite, hun- 
dreds of people who backed him were afraid 
he would not win, and this fear kept their 
enthusiasm in check. The horses all looked 
in good term as they cantered down the 
track. Terra Cotta seemed especially so. 
Raceland never looked better in his life. 

After what seemed an almost intermina- 
ble length of time the flyers were gathered 
at the post and faced Starter Caldwell and 
his orange colored flag. Then they paraded 
slowly down past the judges’ stand, with 
Terra Cotta in front because he had won the 
inside position for the race. This changed 
the sentiment in the crowd wonderfully. 
Hundreds who had been eptical were now 
convinced that the Chicago horse would win. 
Raceland’s supporters became uncomforta- 
ble, because they feared that his rival, 
with this advantage, would win the race. 
Back to the last quarter pole the horses 
slowly walked and then gathered for the 
start.

McLaughlin 
had surrendered his advantageous posi- 
tion at the rail, and Hamilton, with 
the shrewdness for whiek he is famous had 
quickly piloted Gorgo lab it. The Hearst 
horse held the place that Terra Cotta should 
have had. No wonder the backers of the 
Chicago horse were filled withalarm. Was 
it an accident, or a piece of stupidity, or a 
biunder? Whatever was the cause this loss 
of position cost Terra Cotta the race. The 
chances are it was a blunder. McLaughlin 
was evidentiy not expecting the flag 
would be given, and seemed not to 
realize that the race was really 
on until all the other horses had passed bim 
ana Gorgo had taken the position his horse 
should have held. Gorgo had really taken 
the start. She dashed ahead when the flag 
fell, with Eikwood, Eurus, and Badge closely 
following. Before the judges’ stand was 
reached Volunteer had pushed his nose to 
the front, with Gorgo two lengths before 
Eurus, who was the same distance in 
front of Badge. Bella B. was in 
front of Raceland, who led Brian Boru, 
and Terra Cotta was last. By this time 
McLaughlin had recovered his wits. He was 
bending every energy to bring his horse to 
the front and was using the whip with might 
and main. To the throngs the effort seemed 
useless. Terra Cotta was fully five lengths 
behind Gorgo and Volunteer, and it did not 
seem possible that he could ever catch them. 
The situation was most desperate. ‘Terra 
Cotta’s already beaten out of sight,“ shouted 
hundreds of voices, and with white facés the 
backers of the Chicago horse gave up hope 
before the race had fairly started. Gorgo’s 
following was wild with joy and the back- 
ers of Raceland were filled with anxiety.

ERTY VALUATION SQUABBLE. 


Arguments on the Injunction Restraining 
Judge Horton from Acting as Appraiser 
to Be Heard Today by Judge Jamieson 
A New Batch of Valuations—President 
Kerfoot’s Spicy Affidavit—The Result of 
the Litigation—Rental of the Building. 

A case that is exciting general interest in 
local real estate circles comes up before 

Judge Jamieson this morning. Arguments 

will be heard on the bill of the Chicago 

Opera-House Company asking chat Judge O. 

H. Horton, who has been selected by the 

lessors of the ground for the purpose, be re- 

strained from making un appraisement. The 
bill was filed two weeks ago and au answer 

was flied by F. W., C. W., and Annah B. 


Peck, defendants and lessors, last Thursday. 


together with affidavits from twelve real 
estate owners, to the effect that the ground 
was worth from $900,000 to €1,000,000. The 
present rental is $30,000 a yeur, and as the 
lease calls for 6 per cent the ground has been 
valued thus far under the lease at $500,000. 
The lease was executed five years ago. 

Yesterday the Opera-House Company, 
through its attorneys, Hutchinson & Luff, 
filed the affidavits of twenty-nine well- 
known real estate owners and experts coun- 
tering the affidavits previously filed on behalf 
of the lessors, According to these affidavits a 
fair valuation for the land lies somewhere 
between $500,000 and $642,000. An average 
of the twenty-nine estimates would make it 
worth just about $600,000, Nearly all of the 
affiants state that they are familiar with 
rents and with values on Clark street, and 
tbat they know of their personal knowledge 
that rents between Washington and Madison 
have seriously declined within the last few 
years.

PRESIDENT KERFOOT’S AFFIDAVIT. 

A ratuer spicy affidavit is furnished by W. 
D. Kerfoot, President of the Opera-House 
company. He states his objections to the 
men suggested by the lessors from whom a 
third appraiser was to be chosen to act with 
W. R. Manierre, appraiser for the Pecks, and 


John H. Kedzie, appraiser tor the leesses. In 


the first place Mr. Manierre was an unfit 
person to act as appraiser, for by his own 
admission, let fall in an off-hand remark at 
lunch one day to Kerfoot, he could do noth- 
ing in the mutter outside of his principals.”

W. E. Hale is not on 
friendly terms with most of the Opera-House 
directors; he is putting elevators into the 
Auditorium building, of which the Pecks are 
large stockholders, and has well-known bus- 
iness relations with the Pecks. W.R. Page 
is a brother-in-law of Walter L. Peck. H. H. 


J Konlsaat is an intimate, personal friend of 


the Pecks and is associated with mem iu u 
large building and real estate deal at the 
corner ‘of Dearborn and Madison -streets. 
Enos Ayers does not own real estate within 
the prescribed limits, has often been selected 
by the Pecks to value land for them under 
leases, and is biased in their favor. Charles 
W. Fullerton has until within a year or so 
officed with Benjamin Wilson, counsel for 
one of the defendants, and has intimate busi- 
ness and social relations with him. 

The Opera-House people claim that the 
Pecks were determined that no third ap- 
praiser should bechosen, as they were anx- 
ious to exercise their privilege of selecting a 
Judge to make the appraisement. Mr. Ked- 
zie, appraiser for the Opera-House Company, 
submits an affidavit in which he swears that 
Mr. Manierre told him finally that the Pecks 
would accept nobody for third appraiser but 
L. C. P. Freer, and that Mr. Manierre, hav- 
ing himself first proposed the names of Or- 
rington Lunt and R. B. Mason, rejected 
them when he found Kedzie willing to accept 
either. 

Edmund Gorvett, Secretary of the Opera- 
Howse Company, makes an interesting depo- 
sition in which he shows that since 1885 the 
rents of the building have declined, one in- 
stance being in the office rent of the Pecks, 
the defendants, 1t having been, reduced from 
$3,075 to $2,500 per annum. According to 
Mr. Gorvett the stores yield less rental and 
one store 1s now vacant, although rented in 
previous years. 

THE POINT AT ISSUE. 

The result of the litigation will be to de- 
termine the value of 107x180 feet of ground 
at the southwest corner of Washington and 
Clark streets. The character of the improve- 
ment is to be ignored, the ground being rated 


usif it were vacaut. 


People who are well informed on the build- 
ing and its earning capacity figure as fol- 
lows: Gross income, $130,000; expenses, 
$75,000; net income, $55,000. The actual cost 
of the building, figuring in the loss of inter- 
est and the rent paid during construction, is 
put at $600,000, of which the net income is 
only a trifle over 9 per cent. Allowing the 
lessees 6 per cent on their investment and 
only 3 per cent is left to offset the deprecia- 
tion of the building, which most experts 
figure at 4 per cent per annum. 

As the recent sale of the Portland Block 
for $600,0U0 has been quoted as evidence of 
the advance of vaiues in down-town prop- 
erty, the Opera-House people are prepared to 
show that it does not sustain tne Pecks in 
their claim that the ground in question is 
worth $1,000,000. The Portland Block lot, it 
wiil be argued, is the cream of a corner quite 
as prominent as the one in question, and re- 
cent sales on Dearborn indicate that Dear- 
born street frontage is more valuable than 
Clark street frontage. Portiand Block covers 
120x93 feet, and the building is estimated to 
be worth $200,000. This gives the ground a 
value of $400,000, or $386 per square foot. 


‘Granting wat the Clark street corner one 


block west is worth as muca, its value is 
$693,000. But the court will have to decide 
whether a foot of ground 180 feet distant 
from the corner is reelly a part of the cor- 
ner lot. 


TRAIN-WRECKERS AGAIN AT WORK. 


An Engine on the Cincinnati & Wabash 
Runs Into a Pile of Ties. 

Wasasn, Ind., June 18.—[Special.]—A des- 
perate attempt was made last night to derail 
the northbound passenger train on the Cin- 
cinnati, Wabast & Michigan Road, which 
carries the through Indianapolis and Grand 
Rapids coach, at a point eight miles north of 
this city. The engine ran over a pile of ties 
and iron rails which had been securely 
fastened to the track. The engine was con- 
siderably damaged, but nao one was injured.

dianapolis and Stirs Up a Commotion. 
WE ADIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 18.—[Special.]— 

hen the Civil Service Commissioners 
walked into the Indianapolis post-office this 
morning they made it plainly understood 
that they had come for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the truth regarding the charges that 
the civil service rules have been disregarded 
in the selection of employés. Mr. Roosevelt 
informed the Postmaster and his assistants 
that before the Commissioners started for 
Indianapolis tne President himseif said to 
them and authorized them to report that he 
meant exactly what he said when ne delared 
that the civil service law should be enforced 
In letter and spirit. 

“Iam,” said the President, “ready to co- 
operate with the Commissioners to prevent 
any evasion and to punish any violation of 
the law.“ 

i Continuing, he asked Postmaster Wallace: 
Now I want to know from you, Mr. Wallace, 
if it is your intention to make appointments 
Without regara to politics and to show no 
preferences to Republicans?” 

“Tt certainly is and has been from the be- 
ginning,” replied the Postmaster. 

The investigation was vigorously con- 
ducted, and resulted in the disclosure that 
the Postmaster was urging a special exam- 
ination in order that he might have more 
names from which to select new employes, 
there were already 208 names of eligible ap- 
plicants in the list. They found further 
that two men had been irregularly reinstated 
in the service within a year of their dis- 
missal, while two more nad been employed 
as substitutes without regard to civil service 
rules, and a new position had been created 
and filled without the commission being no- 
tified. All of this was declared to be illegal, 
and was severely commented upon. 
The Assistant Postmaster, me, 
Thompson, who was responsible for 
the violations of the law and the mistakes 
explained that the appointments had been 
made solely with a view to improving the ef- 
ficiency of the service, which was very bad 
at the time the new Postmaster took charge 
of the office. He couldn’t understand that 
he had done anything wrong or that the law 
had been violated. . 

“Then I must request you to at once read 
the law,” Mr. Roosevelt sharply replied. 
It is your duty to know the law and to o bey 


it. Lou have no right to make appointments 


illegally.” 

The Commissioners in their finding ordered 
peremptorially and immediately tne dis- 
charge of Charles F. Moore, James Wheat, 
and W. E. Tousey, all former employés who 
had been discharged under Democratic Ad- 
ministration, and were reinstated without 
passing the civil service examination. Moore 
had been discharged because he ‘was arrested 
for playing poker. Postmaster Wallace ex- 
plained he was not aware that he hadnot ful- 
ly complied with the law. 

The Commissioners left for Chicago. The 
Indianapolis investigation is intended as a 
lesson to the Postmasters of the whole coun- 
try.

The Town of Lake Priest Spends an Hour 
Beforethe Grand Jary. 

The Rev. Father Dorney appeared before 
the grand jury in the afternoon. Though 
subjected to a searching examination for 
more than an hour, he was exceedingly non- 
committal and evaded direct replies.

THE “SQUEAL” Is PURELY MYTHICAL. 


Chief Hubbard Denies the Story Set Afloat 
by a Sensational Paper. 

There were various stories put in circula- 
tion yesterday by sensational papers to the 
effect that there was a “squeal,” that a per- 
son supposed to be an accessory after the 
fact had concluded to save himself by tell- 
ing all he knew, etc. 

Superintendent Hubbard was asked what 


truth there wasin this matter last evening. 
He said: There is not a word of truth in 
those stories. There has been no squeal by 
an accomplice either before or after the fact, 
unless Woodruff’s yarn be taken as a squeal. 
Itis true that from day to day we are pick- 
ing up considerable information which tends 
to bring home -guilt to those already ac- 
cused of the crime, but this information 
is furnished tous by entirely innocent par- 
ties, mostly by Irishmen who are conversant 
with the factions in the Clan-na-Gael, and 
the causes leadmg thereto. Such a witness 
is the man Gavin who worked with Burke. 
His testimony was volunteered. There are 
other men not quite as brave as Gavin who 
come to us with stories they do not want to 
testify to. They have a dread of being called 
informers, as if a vindication of the law and 
the punishmentof murder were nota patriotic 
duty. 

“But we have totake evidence as we get 
it, and so perhaps it is not fair to complain. 
There has been no squeal, but there is mucn 
new testimony. We have not looked for 
squeals, in fact, because we think from pres- 
ent appearances we will have enough testi 
mony to hang the actual murderers and 
those who instigated them to the crime. 

„Now I know,” continued the Superin- 
tendent, “that those stories about squeals 
apply mainly to P. O'Sullivan, the iceman. 
We don’t want O’Sullivan’s squeal. We 
think we have him cornered already. Why 
should we let up on him!“

AN ONSLAUGHT ON THE DEAD, 


The Utterances of Davitt and Fitzgerald 
Cause Indignation in Irish Circles. 
There is much indignation among conserva- 
tive lrishmen concerning the extraordinary 
statements proceeding from Michael Davitt 


and John Fitzgerald, the President of the 


Irish National League, in reference to Dr. 
Cronin. The fact that their statements were 
issued simultaneously would indicate that 
they were preconcerted. Davitt implies that 
Cronin may have been a British spy and had 
been removed“ for that reason. There is 
not a particle of evidence anywhere to indi- 
cate that Cronin was a spy. On the contrary, 
there is abundant evidence to prove that he 
was not, but that he was an honest, if too 
radical, Irishman. 

Then again Davitt rushes to givea certifi 
cate of character to Alexander Sullivan, 
comrletely ignoring the fact that Sullivan’s 
own attorney is authority for the statement 
that Sullivan gambled with Irish trust funds. 

Davitt has always shown a desire to bolster 
up Sullivan. He gave evidence of this at the 
time of the Land League Convention here 
a few years ago. Though a radical land 
leaguer, in order to please the Sullivan fac- 
tion he went to the picnic of the Ogden 
Grove Clan-na-Gaels and actually spoke in 
aid of arevolutonary fund while denouncing 
revolution. His reward was a series of 
lectures which netted him a handsome sum, 
gotten up under the auspices of the Sullivan- 
Egan camps of the Clan-na-Gael. 

Davitt’s attack on Cronin is generally de- 
nounced as indecent and unmanly. 

As for Fitzgeraid, he is said not to be re- 
sponsible, iS secretary, a verson named 
Sutton, a Canadian, and a protégé of Alex- 
ander Sullivan, writes his interviews and 
letters for him. They are sent out in Fitz- 
gerald’s name. He does not compreherd 
their scope or effect. 

But the utterances taken in connection 
with the mouthings of such characterless 
Clan-na-Gael men as Leonard of Fall River, 
O’ Boyle of Pittston, and Rogersof Brooklyn 
are considered worse than foolish or in- 
decent.

“Then they did not wish to have Davitt 
consult with other members of the Irish 
party or Irish sympathizers in Chicago!“ 

„They knew that they were looked upon 
with suspicion as politicians and men who 
had entered the cause for selfish reasons, 
and as 77 opposition to them had been pro- 
nounced for some time previous they were, 
of course, violently opposed to me.”’ 

Do you remember the date of the episode 
at the Grand Pacific?”’ 

No, Ido not remember the exact date; 
but it was toward evening and during the 
time of the convention, in August. 

“You may say,“ added Father Toomey, 
that lam willing to swear to the warning 
I gave Michael Davitt when | found him sur- 
rounded by such evil influences in Chicago.

Prior to 
the Hanford affair Sullivan was under a 
cloud among the Catholic clergy, and it is a 
matter of record that a bitterly hostile editor- 
ial which appeared in the Times about that 
time, written by Mrs. Sullivan, provoked the 
only harsh remark that Bishop Foley was 
known to make about any one.

Since then 
dozens of prominent gentlemen of Chicago 
have expressed themselves willing to give to 
Ireland's cause so long as the money did not 
pass through Suilivan’s hands.” 


HIS NEPHEW WAS 100 BASHFUL. 


Phil Corkell Thinks the Man Arrested at 
Winnipeg Is Not His Nephew. 

Phil Corkell, the grocer at No. 317 Maxwell 
street, is contident that the Martin Burke 
now under arrest at Winnipeg is not his 
nephew of that name. His principal reason 
for so thinking is that his nephew is too 
bashful to be mixed up in such a scrape.”’ 
His thorough knowledge of his nephew’s 
natural timidity is based, according to his 
story, upon only a passing acquaintance with 
the boy. Since Martin Burke’s arrival in 
Chicago, about three years ago, Mr. Corkell 
has seen him but a few times, and to his best 
recollecuon it has been fully six months 
since he last saw him. His nephew, he 
thought, did at one time work in tne City 
3 Department, but he couldn’t say 
when. 

How does the description of the Martin 
Burke held at Winnipeg taliy with your 
nephew!“ 

Near enough, except the Winnipeg man 
has a mustache and my nephew has not.“ 

Did your nephew ever wear a mustache?” 

Not when I last saw him.“

How was your nephew fixed financially; 
did he have plenty of money!“ 

““I don’t think he was ever broke, yet I

Mr. Corkell said his nephew was about 
five feet seven or eight inches tall and 
weighed about 160 or 165 pounds.

There was only one thing he felt positive of, 
and that was his nephew was too bashful 
to be mixed up in such a scrape.”’ 

BURKE'S CHICAGO RECORD. 

Martin Burke worked for the City Water 
Department until Dec. 15 last. when he, with 
others working under Foreman Luke Burke, 
was laid off. Prior to his going to work for 
the city, about two years ago, he was em- 
ployed in a South Side plumbing shop. These 
about cover the time he has been in this 
country. 

The first time I ever heard of Burke was 
when Andrew Duggan recommended him to 
me as being just the sort of a man I needed. 
He said he had worked at plumbing, and asa 
knowledge of that trade is useful in my work 
and because Duggan spoke so warmly of him 
I gave him a job. He did his work well and 
was regular; the only time he lost, I think, 
was when he attended Irish picnics. Last 
December I laid him off and did not see bim 
again till April 2, when he came to my house 
and asked me to put him to work. But I was 
so situated that I couldn't.“ 8 

„Did he seem to be without money and in 
need of work!“ 

No, his appearance did not show that he 
was. The only thing I noticed about him 
Was his overzeal in religious matters. He 
talked more on such questions than men of 
his calling generally do. He was a little in- 
clined, I think, to spend more money than he 
could afford, and I told him thatif he aidn’t 
pay a board bill I had my attention called to 
I should have to let him go. He came the 
next morning, however, with a note from 
his landlady, stating that a satisfactory ar-

AN IRISHMAN’S SUGGESTION, 


He Wants the Remains of Dr. Cronin Bur- 
ied Alongside of His Opponents. 

The following letter, in view of the facts 
brought out before the grand jury ‘in refer- 
ence to the monument referred to in it, will 
be found of interest: 

TOWN OF LAKE, June 16.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. At the time of the assassination of Cro- 
nin I was not the only one who was of opinion 
that Cronin was removed because he had 
been proved to be a British spy. There is no 
one at present whoseems to advance this theory. 
On the contrary, all maintain that he was a sin- 
cere and faithful thougha somewhat erratic 
Irishman, 

A few years ago at Mount Olivet a large and 
commodious burial lot was dedicated to the pur 

ose of receiving the remains of deceased Irish 

vationalists. Father Dorney, the whole-souled, 
big-hearted, patriotic soggarth preached the 
sermon on the occasion, The tall granite obelisk 
is the most imposing in the cemetery. The 
names of the Irish patriot Timothy Crean and 
several others are chiseled thereon. 

Now, why should not the body of Cronin be af- 
forded a resting-place beside his brethren in this 
spacious lot and his name be carved on the wen- 
during marble?’ Whois to object? Those who 
control the destinies of the burial lot will not in- 
terfere. 

By granting Christian sepulture the church has 
declared Dr. Cronin a Christian. Now let the 
patriots, friends of the triangle or otherwise, 
permit Cronin’s remains to be transferred under 
the shadow of that obelisk and not hesitate be- 
cause of the suspicion that he was removed“ 
by the machinations of British conspirators 
abroad or the Order of United Deputies at home.

It should be observed in reference to this 
that Dr. Cronin was an earnest opponent of 
the investment of Irish funds in the Mount 
Olivet lot. His faction of the Clan-na-Gaeis 
also Opposed it. But the Sullivan Dorney- 
Corkery faction had their way. The monu- 
ment was erected especiaily to do honor to 
Tim Crean, who is said to have been a relative 
of Alexander Sullivan, who was the district 
member who ordered Dr. Cronin’s trial for 
treason, Who put up the committee that ex- 
pelled nim, and who was in fact his bitter 
enemy. The suggestion to bury Dr. Cronin’s 
body in the same place of sepulture that con- 
tains the remains of Mr. Crean is hardly in 
good taste, and it will hardly be seriously 
considered.

THE DECISION ANALYZED. 


A LAWYER'S OPINION OF THE FA- 
MOUS ASSIGNMENT SUIT. 


D. K. Tenney Reviews the History of the 
Cohen vs. Farwell and Lindauer Bros. 
Appeals—The Supreme Court Decision 
Opens the Door to Frauds by Assignees 
—Previous Decisions Have Respected 
the Spirit of the Law Instead of the 
Letter. 


The more the famous Lindauer decision 18 
studied by lawyers and merchants the more 
important the ruling of the Supreme Court 
seems to become. It is causing u great feel- 
ing of uncertainty in business circles. 

The recent United States Supreme Court 
decision on preferred creditors went further 
than anything which had preceded it in set- 
ting aside the right of preferred creditors 
aud holders of judgment notes. That decis- 
ion made a great stir because of the unset- 
tling of established usages which must fol- 
low. Now comes this decision of the State 
Court, which is even further on the other 
side of the matter, practically abrogating as 
it does the assignment statute of the State. 
The Uniteq States Supreme Court decision 
opened up great possibilities of litigation in 
old assignment cases on the part of the un- 
secured creditors. This decision opens ub a 
still larger field by making a possibility that 
the administration of assigned estates are 
void in the great majority of cases since the 
act Was passed. . 

Withia the last five years there have been 
assignment proceedings in Cook County in- 
volving at least $5,000,000 which are now 
open to the possibility of being upset by this 
decision. 

Mr. Tenney of the law firm of Tenney, 
Driggs & Hawley, gave a TRIBUNE reporter a 
clear exposition of the effect of this decision 
in a conversation yesterday. 

A REVIEW OF THE CASE. 

„This case was one of John V. Farwell & 
Co. vs. Daniel Cohen,“ he said. It was a 
case which came up in Danville, III., and was 


brought to the Supreme Court from the Ver- 


million County Court. George Silverman, a 
merchant of Danville, taiied in December, 
1887, for about $40,000, and gave to Cohen an 
instrument transferring all his property to 
him as security for the benefit of four or five 
creditors, the principal one being H. B. 
Claflu & Co. of New York. 

„J. V. Farwell & Co. filed a petition in the 
County Court of Vermillion County alleging 
that the instrument, conveying all the 
debtor’s property toa trustee, who was to sell 
the property and pay debts with the pro- 
ceeds, constituted an assignment for the 
benefit of Silverman’s creditors within the 
meaning of our statutes, and that the prefer- 
ences admitted to have been given were void. 
The petition asked that the property should 
be administered by the court for the equal 
benefit of ali creditors. Judge Evans of tne 
County Court at Danville decided for the 
petitioners and removed the assignee and 
appointed a new one.”’ 

From this decision Cohen appealed, and 
the appeal was afterwards carried to the Su- 
preme Court. The defense set up was that 
the instrument was not an assignment, buta 
mortgage, and that, not — either ac- 
knowledged or recorded, it could not in any 
event give the County Court jurisdiction 
over the estate. | 

“This petition, which was filed by Tenney, 
Driggs & Hawley, was the first one of the 
kind ever filed in this State. The question 


presented had never been decided in this 


State. 
HOW THE LINDAUER CASH CAME IN. 

‘*While the appeal was pending the tamous 
Lindauer failure took place in this city. The 
attorneys for some of the unsecured creditors 
of Lindauer Bros., following the example of 
Farwell & Co. in the Silverman case, filed a 
petition im the County Court of this county, 
asking Judge Prendergast to declare that the 
confession of judgment and transfer of the 
book accounts made by Lindauer constituted 
in effect an assignment, and they vbetiuoned 
that the property should be administered by 
the court for tne benefit of all creditors. The 
same defense was set up in this case by the 
attorneys for Lindauer and the preferred 
creditors as had been set up in the Silverman 
case at Danville. | 

But Judge Prendergast, taking a broad- 
gauge view of the case, held that the statute 
was a remedial one intended to do away with 
the right of preference and to bring about an 
equal distribution of a debtor’s estate among 
ali his creditors, and that no evasion of the 
law could be tolerated. 

The Lindauer case was afterwards com- 
promised, so that the higher courts were 
never called upon to review this ruling, but 
the attorneys interested in that case ob- 
tained leave from Farwell & Co.’s attorneys 
while it was pending to file a brief in the ap- 
peal then.pending in thé Supreme Court so 
as to obtain, if possible, a ruling iu that court 
which would sustain the decision made in 
the Lindauer case. 

The case was argued at Sprirgfield in 
January, and itis the opinion in that case 
which has just been filed. 

A NARROW AND TECHNICAL VIEW. 

“This opinion is the first one ever filed by 
the Supreme Court in which a narrow and 
technical view was taken of the assignment 
law. It is held that although the statute 
gives the County Court full authority when 
an assignment has been made to supervise 
the distribution of the debtor’s estate 
equally among his creditors, nevertheless 
that court does not get jurisdiction until the 
assignment has been recorded in the Re- 
corder’s office and also in the office of the 
Clerk of the County Court. In addition to 
that, the opinion holds that if the assign- 
ment is not recorded in the Recorder’s office, 
but merely filed with the County Court, the 
court has not jurisdiction, nor has itif the 
assignment is filed with the County 
Court before it is filed ‘with the Recorder. 
Until the assignment has been properly re- 
corded in the Clerk’s office the County Court 
bas no authority or power over the assignee 
or over the property, and cannot interfere 
either to make the assignee give bonds as re- 
quired by law or to remove him if he fails to 
do so, 

WHAT THE PRACTICE HAS BEEN. 

“The practice in this county and througk- 
out the State has always been te file a deed 
of assignment first with the County Clerk 
and then with the Recorder. In many cases 
the assignment was never filed at all with 
the Recorder and millions of dollars worth 
of property has been disposed of under or- 
ders of the County Courts in such cases, yet 
under this decision the proceedings of the 
court were void and the court itself without 
jurisdiction over the matter at all. te; 

„Under this decision, if it stands in its 
present form, a splendid field is opened to 
dishonest debtors or to dishonest as- 
signees. It is only necessary for an 
assignee, when he has taker possession of 
the debtor’s property, to keep the assign- 
ment in his pocket instead of filing it with 
the County Court. He is then enabled to 
keep beyond the reach of that court and he 
may administer the property as he sees fit. 
In such a case he ¢annot be compelled to 
give bonds, he cannot be removed, nor can 

e be made responsible for the assigned es- 
tate in any way except through the slow 
process Of a Court of Chancery. A Court of 
Chancery was the only remedy that existed 
before our statute was passed. 

The avowed purpose of the Legislature in 
passing the statute was to create a court 


which should be open at all times, and in 


which an insolvent debtor’s estate could be 

quickly and economicaily administered with- 

out compelling the creditors to use up their 

own funds and the estate in litigation. 
PREVIOUS DECISIONS. 

In the five or six decisions under this act 
which have preveded this one, the Supreme 
Court has always taken a liberal view of the 
statute and so construed it as to make it 
effectual. Now they seem to have turned 
around, and, looking more to the shadow 
than to the substance, have made a decision 
which practicaily abrogates the law. 

“If the decision announced by Judge 
Prendergast could have been sustained, it 
would have been a great thing for the com- 
mercial interests of this State. It would 
have absolutely prohibited any inequality in 
the distribution of a debtor’s property. It 
would have made a man rely upon his own 
capital and resources and not upon the aid 
derived from banks and relatives, who ad- 
vance money knowing that they would get 
— back at the expense of the other cred- 
itors.”’ = 


JUDGE PRENDERGAST SUSTAINED, 


His Decision on the Question of a Fraudu- 
lent Deal Upheld, 

The Supreme Court in its decision in the 
case of Joseph Davis. Corey & Co. against 
the Chicago Dock Company further ‘defines 
its idea of the jurisdiction of the County 
Court, but on a somewhat different basis 
than in the case of Farwell against Cohn. 


The case is one of the strangest on record, 
and was settied by summary action on the 
part of Judge Prendergast. 

In 1881 Sherman, Marsh & Co. were manu- 
facturers of barbed wire and stored a quan- 
tity of the wire jn the warehouses of the Chi- 
cago Dock Company. In April they discov- 
ered that the delivery order calling for the 
wire was mislaid, but applied to the dock 
company for the property. The latter re- 
fused to surrender it uniess Sherman, 
Marsh & Co. executed a bond indem- 
nitving them from loss. The owners of the 
wire refused to give a bond that would satis- 
fy the dock company, which refused to give 
up the wire. Sherman, Marsh & Co. brought 


a replevin suit, and when the writ was pre- 


sented the dock company gave up the wire 
but failed to pay more attention to the mat- 
ter. The replevin suit went to trial, and 
Sept. 21, 1881, judgment was rendered against 
the Chicago Dock Company for one cent and 
costs. 

Tne plaintiffs, without making any demand 
on the dock company for payment of the 
judgment, secured an execution, which was 
placed in the hands of the Sheriff with orders 
to levy on and sell the buildings and real es- 
tate ofthe dock company. This was done, 
and Sherman, Marsh & Co. bid the whole 
property in for $17.25, though it was worth 
fully $350,000. In June, 1883, they obtained 
a Sheriff’s deed of the property, though 
the dock company knew nothing of the 
transaction until October, 1887, when it was 
too late to redeem it. They would probably 
not have known of it then had not Sherman, 
Marsh & Co. failed. The crash was for 
something in the neighborhood of $500,000, 
and occupied the attention of the County 
Court for some time. Although the property 
of the Chicago Dock Company was not sched- 
uled among the assets the creditors found 
the deed and an attempt was made to seize 
it. This was the first notice the original 
owners had of the affair, and they at once 
applied to Judge Prendergast for an order on 
the assignee to execute a quitclaim deed for 
the consideration of whatever sum the court 
should consider just. None of the creditors 
objected to this except Joseph Davis, Corev 
& Co., who had a claim against the estate 
for about $1,800. The court overruled their 
objections and entered an order on the as- 
signee to execute a quitclaim deed on pay- 
ment by the dock company of $100 for the 
n and attorneys' fees. 

Joseph Davis, Corey & Co. prayed an ap- 
peal to the Appellate Court, where the case 
was dismissed for want of jurisdiction on the 
grounds that a freehold was involved. A 
writ of error was taken to the Supreme 
Court. 

The latter’s decision holds that while a 
court of equity will not set aside a judicial 
sale for mere inadequacy of price, yet where 
the inadequacy is so gross as in this case, 
where the price is less than one twenty-thou- 
sandth part of the admitted value of the 
property, the court will seize upon very 
slight additional evidence of fraudulent in- 
tent on the part of the purchaser as a ground 
for setting the sale aside 

In this case it is held that the Sheriff did 
not do his duty in failing to make a demand 
on the dock company for the payment of the 
judgment and costs, it appearing that the 
dock company had ample property and had 
its office within a few minutes’ walk of the 
Sherift’s oftice, where. the judgment would 
have been paid instantly on demand. 

It also appears that a small part of the 
property levied on would have been amply 
sufficient to pay the judgment, whereas the 
attorney was careful to direct the levy to be 
made on the whole block and all the build- 
ings and improvements. 

„It seems clear that it was not the pay- 
ment of the execution alone that was sought 
by the plaintiffs’ attorneys. Wnether it was 
the animosity shown to have existed against 
the President of the dock company or to gain 
some unconscionable advantage by placing a 
cloud on the title can make no difference. It 
cannot be doubted that a court of equity 
would have declared the sale and deed void 
and have removed it as a cloud on the title.” 

The decision further holds that under such 
circumstances the County Court, under the 
powers conferred upon it by statute in re- 
gard to voluntary assignments, has full 
authority to enter an order requiring an 
assignee to make over adeed of the property. 
The action of the County Court is sustained 
and the writ of error is denied.

CIVIL LAW IN JOHNSTOWN. 


The City Council Reorganized—Dogs Dis- 
turb the Graves—Clearing the Wreck. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 18.—The first effort 
looking to the establishment of civil govern- 
ment here was made this afternoon when 
Gen. Hastings met the few remaining, mem- 
bers of the Council and reorganized that 
body. President Kennedy presided, ana 
after wh einer ont | it was decided to allow 
business-men to build temporary structures 
on the two public parks. The buildings are 
to remain on the parks for eighteen months, 
when it is thought the city will be cleared 
up ready for rebuilding the business houses. 
There seems to be an urgent demand for a 
bank where the charity fund can be deposited 
and distributed to those in need. Gen. Hast- 
ings offeréd to withdraw the troops at once, 
but the Council asked that they be allowed 
to remain here for a week longer. 

Occasionally a corpse is found buried in 
the débris and rubbish throughout the town, 
but the most prolific spot is the mass of 
wreckage above the railroad bridge. Eleven 
bodies were blown up there by the blasting 
today. The contractor said today that he 
would yet have several weeks’ work to clear 
this point. 

Prohibition carried here today by a ma- 
jority of three votes. The votes cast were 
446 for and 443 against the amendment. Not 
half a vote was cast. 3 

At 6 o’clock tonight Adjutant General 
Hastings and Superintendent Pitcairn of the 
Pennsylvania Road left here in a special car 
eust-bound. Their movements were mys- 
terious and both refused to give out informa- 
tion regarding their trip, but from reliable 
authority it was learned that they wert to 
Cresson, where Gov. Beaver and his million- 
dollar commission are supposed to be quar- 
tered. ‘rhe Pennsyivania Directors were 
here today examining the condition of their 
road. They remain but a short time and 
left for the East. It is supposed they are 
also with Gov. Beaver and his party. It is 
not definitely known here whether Gov. 
Beaver will visit this ee but it 1s general 
ly believed that he will. Tnere is no doubt 
that his first intention was to come here to- 
day. 

Fair weather and the increased army of 
workmen seemed to unite today in clearing up 
the débris. An open outbreak between the 
Women’s Society of Pennsylvania and the 
same society of Western Pennsylvania re- 
sulted this morning in a separation of the 
two societies, and separate headquarters 
have been established. The old fight between 
these two caused the disruption. 

The guards at Camp Hastings, near the 
Prospect Hill Burial Ground, report that they 
are having great trouble with dogs that are 
constantly disturbing the de Over 100 
dogs were driven irom the place last night 
and several of them killed. 

The Gautier wire people today put a large 
force of men to work clearing up for the 
purpose of rebuilding. They will pay out 
some $300,000 in wages Saturday. 

Lieuts. Patrick and Reese of the regular 
army, who are here, have decided to erect 
bridges over Stony Creek and one over the 
Conemaugh just in front of general head- 
quarters, after which they wil return to 
their posts. :

In a letter Mr. Carnahan 
asks for Winchester rifles, and declares they 
are on the watch, and says some one will get 
hurt if they fool around their property, as 
there are ten of them, amply armed. The 
date set for the hanging passed witnout in- 
cident.

BURKE WILL NOT ESCAPE, 


THE CRONIN SUSPECT STILL IN Jali, 
AT WINNIPEG, 


His Case Came Up Yesterday, but He Wag 
Remanded Until Saturday—the Habeag 
Corpus Act Will Not Avail—The Prison.

Before that interview the Chief said Burke 
admitted he knew Dr. Cronin, but emphat- 
ically denied any participation in the trage- 
dy. Burke will make no confession, judging 
from present appearances, and Chief McRae 
is indignant at the action of some corre. 
spondents here in wiring bogus interviews. 

The dark feilt hat found in Burke’s valise 
is not his own. It is two sizes too large for 


him and was worn by a man with a large 


head. The hat has seen a good deal of wear. 
Another attempt was made today to de- 
cipher the name on the band,which had been 
blojted by.indelible, ink, but so far without 
success. Burke has made an explanation of 
how the hat came into his possession, but 
although Chief McRae will not make pubiic 
the explanation he says it is not satisfactory.

CURSED WITH NON-AMERICAN ISSUES, 


George P. Smith of Chicago Talks Plainly 


to Patriotic Sons of America. 

WasuHineton, D. C., June 18.—The thir- 
teenth annual National Camp of the Patriotic 
Order Sons of America began its sessions 
in this city this morning. About seventy- 
five delegates were in attendance, Illinois 
and Pennsylvania sending the largest dele- 
gations. 

District President at large, A. C. Hawley, 
on behalf of the Illinois members, presented 
to President George P. Smith: of Chicago a 
handsome and valuable past President’s 
jeweled badge. The public portion of the 
exercises were then concluded with the read- 
ing of President Smith’s annual address, 
The concluding portion of the address dwelt 
upon tne necessity of — to Ameri- 
cans the care and preservauon of American 
principles and instituuuons. The eontrol of 
the public schoois should be a matter of deep- 
est concern. Naturalization laws he de- 
nounced as a delusion, snare, and a fraud. 
By means of them, in seventeen States and 
four Territories he-asserted, it is possible to 
entirely overthrow the Congressional act 
against alien land holders in this country. 
Ihe following sentiments upon subjects now 
foremost in the public mind were londly ap- 
plauded: 

A few more haymarket riots and Cronin mur- 
ders, instigated by organized bodies of foreign- 
ers who have been permitted to become citizens 
of this free America, and-who have shown weir 
gratitude by sending messengers loaded with 
dynamite back to their native country for the 
purpose of destroying innocent men and chil- 
dren, and who have foully murdered their mem- 
bers when they failed to carry out their hellish 
plans, and there will not be in our Western 
country lamp posts, telegraph and telephone 
poles enough to hang the miscreants. 

I ask you is here room in this country for se 
cieties like the Clan na-Gael, that are not in har?

tutions; that are dangerous to American order 
disloyal to American Government, destructive

A FASHIONABLE CITY WEDDING

The marriage of Miss Suzanne Frances Farlin, 
daughter of Mr. J. Whitney Farlin, to Mr.

A CLOSE CALL FOR FRANK A. MILLER, 
ENGINEER OF THE CHICAGO. 


The Pensaukee’s Jibboom Scratched His 
Nose as It Knocked the Afterhouse in 
Whieh He slept into Splinters—Slow 


Work in Dredging the Calumet River—_ 


A Drop of Five Cents in Coal Freights 
at Buffalo—Nothing Definite in the Min- 
nesota Iron Company's Pians. 


When the schr Pensaukee’s jibboom went 
through the afterhouse of the prop Chicago off 
Point Betsy Sunday afternoon it grazed the nose 
of Frank A. Miller, the first engineer. Few 
men have closer calls for their lite and escape. 
Miller occupied the lower berth and the third 
engineer the upper. A short time before Miller’s 
watch ended and the third engineer took his 
place in the engine-room. Miller then went to 
his bertt. and lay down for a nap. The next 
thing he knew the Peusaukee's jibboom was 
scraping the end of his nose. The entire top of 
the house was gone the next instant, and he lay 
on his berth with aclear view of the heavens as 
far as he could see through the fog 

The Captain, as he saw the afterhouse 
knocked into splinters, ran down the deck ex- 
pecting to find his first engineer had been killed. 
When he got back to the engineers’ quarters he 
saw Miller vainly attempting to find some 
clothes with which to dress himself. There was 
a look of intense surprise on his face. 

The Chicago arrived here yesterday and took a 
cargo for Buffalo, where repairs will be made. 
No effort has yet been made to fix the blame for 
the collision.

Slow Work in Dredging Calumet River. 

The heavy dredging in the Caiumet River at 
South Chicago has gone all Wrong thus far, and 
the work done since the season opened is but the 
merest scratching. The contract calls for dredg- 
ing 800,000 cubic yards from the mouth of the 
river to the forks, giving a clear sixteen-foot 
channel to One Hundred and Eighth street, or 
up about two miles from the harbor. To do this 
in the time allotted requires a daily average of 
4,000 cubic yards. The record for the first month, 
however. was 7,000 yards, and even less has since 
been done. A new dredge is under construction, 
which, it is promised, will take out 8,000 yards a 
day, but it will not be ready until July. Had it 
not been for the favorable terms of the contract, 
Capt. W. L. Marshall. the Government engineer 
here, would have canceled it long ago, but he 
has waited impatiently for the new dredge to be 
got in operation with the hope the work will go 
along better. W. A. McGillis & Co. are the con- 
tractors. 

The other section of the Calumet River dredg- 
27 the contract for which was awarded Burdick 
& McMahon, is being sutisfactorily pushed. 


Plans of the Minnesota Iron Company. 

The papers around the lakes have constructed 
for the Minnesota Iron Company an immense 
shipyard for steel boats in Chicago, and ‘some 
more enterprising journals have a fine fleet of ix 
to eight steamers all ready for the company. The 
basis for these reports is an appropriation of a 
surplus of $1,300,000 by the stockholders to the 
2 in their recent annual meeting at Du- 
uth.

80 
long as the public keeps on buying the cer- 
tificates with a liberal hand the trust can well 
afford to hold up the market for sugar, but it 
is far from impossible that the trust would 
stand from under if the lambs stopped buy- 
ing its chromos and let both go down in com- 
pany for lack of the syndicate support. 
IRISHMEN, SPEAK UF! 

What is the matter with the prominent or- 
gans and spokesmen of Irish opinion! Why 
do we hear from them no outspoken condem- 
nation of the murderers of Dr. Cronin? Why 
this studied and insidious effort to condone 
their crime by insinuations that Dr. Cronin 
was a British svy? If ever there was a time 
when loyal, law-abiding, and respectable 
Irishmen should rise up and save their cause 
from lasting injury, by repudiating this 
crime, by calling for the condemnation of 
the murderers, whoever they may be, and 
by lending their untiring efforts to the au- 
thorities in discovering them and bringing 
them to justice, it is now. Only by their 
conduct now can they demonstrate that their 
American citizenship cannot be used as a 
cover for a murderous conspiracy. This is 
notalone an attempt to punish a personal 
crime. It is a struggle between law and 
criminal secrecy which has at last aroused 
the attention of the whole American people. 

At such a time as this, when every loyal 
citizen, and, above ali, every loyal Irish citi- 
zen, should leave no doubt where he stands, 
we find that those who should be the first to 
speak out in condemnation of this detestable 
crime have not a word to say. What, for in- 
stance, is the occasion of the mysterious 
silence of such papers as the Boston Pilot, 
the Jrish World, and the FVreeman's Journal? 
Have they no words of condemzation for the 
murder of a fellow Irishman and a fellow 
American citizen. Of all men Mr. Fitzger- 
ald, the President of the Land League, if he 
has any regard for the cause he represents, 
should have been the first to condemn it and 


to lend his efforts towards the discovery 


of the murderers, and yet we find him 


talking like a blockhead and still paltering 


over the stale old theory of Long and Starkey 
that Dr. Cronin is not dead, and this after 
identification by fifty men who knew Cronin 
well has been absolute. 

Mr. Michael Davitt, if he has any regard 
for the cause which he represents as Mr. 
Parnell’s lieutenant, should have been out- 
spoken in his denunciation of the murder of 
Dr. Cronin, and yet he has no hesitation in 
publicly affirming that he nas no iaformation 
that leads him to form “a correct opinion“ 
whether Dr. Cronin was or was not a British 
spy! This is moral assassination—assassina- 
tion of character—almost as bad as the 
murder itself. Such a statement as this, 
coming from the man who is better qualified 
to speak with authority than any other, and 
who as the go-between of the Land League men 
and physical force men knows the innermost 
workings of both, and has eyery reason to 
know that Dr. Cronin was not a spy, has 
naturally roused a storm of indignation. 

These Irish leaders of public opinion can- 


not afford to keep silent any longer lest tneir 


silence be taken for consent. They cannot 
afford to ignore this bloody business or in 
effect to condone it by insinuations’that Dr. 
Cronin is still alive or that he was a spy. 
The Irish cause without the sympathy of the 
American people would be in desperate 
straits and they should know that they are 
taking the direct course to alienate it. They 
should understand that the American people 
regard the men who conspired to murder Dr. 
Cronin as public enemies, and any organiza- 
tion which conspires to decoy, waylay, and 
murder men to order as un-American. For 
the men who trade upon such an organiza- 
tion, whether for money or for votes, and 
for the men who keep silent with the evi- 
dence before them of a murderous conspir- 
acy, the American people can have no re- 
spect. They will be fortunate indeed if the 


people do not go further and condemn them 


also as participants in the crime by indiffer- 
ence if not by.consent. The Irish leaders 
cannot afford to keep silence any longer. It 
is time that Mr. John Boyle O’ Reilly of the 
Boston Pilot, Mr. Patrick Ford of the Jrish 
World, the editor of the Freeman’s Journal, 
and the President of the Land League on 
this side of the water, and such men as 
Michael Davitt, Mr. O’Brien, and Mr. Parnell 
himself on the other side, should put them- 
selves squarely on the record as regards this 
bideous crime and no longer occupy the neg- 
ative position of neither indorsing nor con- 
demning it. If they do not they must ex- 
pect to suffer at the hands of the American 
people who haye been outraged and whose 
laws have been defied. 


PROHIBITION AND FIRE LIMITS IN AN- 
NEXED SUBURBS. 

At the meeting ot the. Council Monday 
night an ordinance, offered by Ald. Culler- 
ton, providing that in all suburbs to be an- 
nexed to the city where there are prohibi- 
tion districts the same be respected by the 
city, was passed with only seven negative 
votes. This ordinance is pure surplusage, 
for the Annexation act takes all power from 
the Council and leaves it with the voters of 
the districts in question; but its adoption 
shows the feeling of the Chicago Aidermen 
ana their cheerful acceptance of the law. It 
should reassure those doubting Thomases 
who profess to fear thatif they are annexed 
these prohibition districts will in some way 
which they cannot explain be done away 
with. 

The Council also passed an ordinance 
amending the present fire ordinance so that 
it shall be lawful to put up frame buildings 
in any annexed territory where it is now 
lawful to erect them. There are at present 
fire limit districts in Hyde Park and other 
towns. Itis desired to preserve them, and 
at the same time not to extend the city ordi- 
nance over territory where frame structures 
are now allowed. The Council had already 
deciared that annexation would not carry 
with it the city fire limits, but this ordinance 
covers the ground more fully and leaves 
nothing for any anti-annexationist to say on 
this point. If in the future any considerabie 
number of the residents of any portion of an 
annexed suburb wis tire limits the Coun- 
cil, m which they will have representatives, 


‘its sanction or directuon. 


be forced on them. 


These two bugaboos being disposed of the. 


annexationists can push with redoubled force 
the taxation argument. They can call atten- 
tion to the way in which the expenditures of 
the various towns are outrunning their rev- 
enues and how a big floating debt 1s being 
piled up to torment the taxpayers of a later 
day. The expenditures of Hyde Park will 
exceed the revenue this year by $75,000. The 
total income of the Town of Lake from sa- 
loon licenses and taxes is but $400,000 for the 
present year, but its expenses are at the rate 
of $636,000. At the end of the fiscal year 
therefore there will be a deficit of $236,000, 
which, if there is not a change in govern- 
ment, will be represented by illegally issued 
warrants, of which there are about half a 
million dollars’ worth now outstanding. The 
Council of the mimic City of Lake View has 
authorized the Mayor and Controller to sell 
$50,000 worth of bonds to raise money to be 
used in the construction of a new water 
tunnel. These bonds of course will not 
bring as much as those which Chicago 
puts on the market, for when money 
is to be borrowed the bigger the city 
the better the terms on which it can borrow. 
This $50,000 is a sheer waste too, because, in 
case of annexation, Chicago will furnish 
Lake View all the water it needs at prices 
lower than those it now pays. Let this need- 
less expenditure is saddled on men already 
heavily taxed. The totai rate in that un- 
happy city for 1888 was $8.43.5 on the hundred 
dollars, about a dollar on the hundred more 
than in 1887, while in Chicago in 1888 the 
total rate was $5.94. Let with these smaller 
taxes Chicagoans had the benefit of a better 
protection against fire, which brings with it 
lower rates of insurance, a suppiy of pure 
water instead of the pumpings from a sewer 
mouth, and the benefits of a great public 
library, which, in case of annexation, would 
be free to every resident of Lake View. 

The city committees of the two great par- 
ties have met and agreed to work jointly in 
putting an annexation ticket in the field Sat- 
urday week. There is not much need of 
work here, however. It is in the suburbs, 
which will be the great winners by annexa- 
tion, that the struggle will be. But the 
heavy tax bills will settle the question there. 
It is a fight of the taxpayers against the tax- 
eaters, and the former will win if they choose 
to exert themselves. 


EXTENDING AMBLER’S LEASE OF LIFE 

A meeting of the Citizens’ Association has 
been called for tomorrow to vote on an 
amendment to the constitution, prepared in 
the interest of the only Ambler and of the 
Democratic-Mugwump faction which at pres- 
ent controls the Executive Committee of the 
organization. This being its object, mem- 
bers have not been notified of the purpose of 
the meeting, so that only the Amblerites may 
attend and that there may be no trouble 
about changing the constitution so that the 
reign of the present dynasty may be per 
petual. : 

At present the Executive Committee is com- 
posed of fifteen members, elected in October, 
and holding office fora year. The umend- 
ment is to change the term to five years. OF 
the fifteen men now in office three are to be 
dropped next October and three successors 
chosen for five years. October, 1890, three 
more of the present members will be dropped, 
and so on. As the committee chosen last 
October consists of men pic«ed out by Am- 
bler, and who swear by him and the main- 
tenance of his Salary, it will be seen that un- 
der any and all circumstances that individual 
will retain his grip on the association for 
more than two years, and by dexterous man- 
agement at the coming election for evena 
longer time, 

The scheme, then, is simply one to perpet- 
uate Ambler and to continue the association 
in existence as a bitterly anti-Republican or- 
ganization. Although professedly non-polit- 
ical and having many Republicans on its 
membership roll, it has yet fallen so thor- 
oughly into the hands of the Democrats and 
mugwumps that it has become but a mere 
annex or sideshow of the Democratic party. 
It displays its “ pernicious activity“ by at- 
tacking Republican city administrations and 
praising Democratic ones. It abused Roche 
for tolerating gambling, while he stopped it; 
it has not a word to say against Cregier, who 
permits it. To it only those things are crim- 
inal which happen under a Republican ad- 
ministration. The same ‘things occurring 
under a Democratic one pass unchallenged. 

Even while it was out of politics the Citi- 
zens’ Association was a gigantic humbug. It 
touched nothing which it did not deface; it 
tried to help nothing which it did not injure. 
Its advocacy of a measure meant its defeat. 
At present it exists only to make war on Re- 
publican administrations and to pay Ambler 
his wages, The first of these should be left 
to the official Democratic organizations, and, 
as for the last, the public would rather like it 
if Ambler had to meet the dreadful problem, 
which he has not been called on to solve for 
the last fifteen or more years, of earning his 
own living. There ought to be self-respect 
enough in the Republican members of this 
effete concern either to defeat this amend- 
ment or to leave it, cease their contributions, 
and let the Democrats foot the bills for 
printing partisan reports and keeping Ambier 
out of ‘the poorhouse.

THE DUTY OF THE COUNTY BOARD. 

If there be one subject upon which tne peo- 
ple of this city and county are more unani- 
mously agreed than any other it is the neces- 
sity of a thorough investigation of the Cro- 
nin case and of tne apprehension of the par- 
ties who were concerned in the horribie mur- 
der. If this is not done, if the wretches are 
allowed to escape by obstacles thrown in the 
way of the State’s Attorney or the city and 
county authorities, either by the friends of 


these wretches themselves or by the negli- 


gence of those whose duty it is to expedite 
the quest for the guilty parties, it will be a 
lasting disgrace to Chicago. In this direc- 
tion there is a serious duty devolving upon 
the County Board. The investigation thus 
far has been expensive. The conspiracy is 
80 involved, its ramifications spread in so 
many directions, and the obstructions thrown 
in the way of the authorities are so numerous, 
unexpected, and insidious that it requires a 
considerable amount of money to follow up 
the trails which are continually opening. 
The State’s Attorney finds himself hampered 
by the lack of funds. In this emergency the 
County Board should come to his relief and 
free his hands, so that he may feel at liberty 
to take any reasonable step looking to the 
ultimate captureof the murderers. The po- 
lice were helped in unearthing the Anarch- 
ists by funds advanced by the Citizens’ As- 
sociation, which the board declined to make 
good because they were not expended under 
in this case, how- 
ever, the money would be expended by the 
officials of the county. ; 

The people of Chicago want this crime 
unearthed at any cost. They keenly feel 
their responsibility. They recognize the 
pertinence of criticisms which have been 
made upon the efficiency of the police force 
as prejudiced by the secret influence of the 
Cian-na-Gael. They are mortified that the 
opinion should obtain in any part of the 
country that justice in Chicago can be 
thwarted by any oath-bound society, where 
the offense is one of the most horrible ever 
Known in the anna!s of crime. They want 
this conspiracy uuraveled ana the conspir- 
ators brought to justice d takes the last dollar 


board therefore to make a liberal appropria- 
tion and to see to it that the secret machina- 
tions of the revolutionary faction of the 
Clan-na-Gael are not aliowed reinforcement 
in carrying out its infamous purpose by the 
enforced inaction of the authorities owing to 
want of money. The members of the board 
need not fear that prompt and favorable ac- 
tion will not be indorsed by their constitu- 
ents, On the other hand, if they fail in their 


duty they need not hope that they will not 


be visited with swift condemnation. 


: THE SUSPECT AT WINNIPEG. 

It will take a few days to tell with 
certainty whether Martin Burke, now held 
at Winnipeg at the request of the Chicago 
police, is one of the men who shared in he 
murder of Dr. Cronin. If he cannot“ be 
identified by the expressman as the man who 
hired him to take the furniture from No. 117 
Clark street to the Garlson cottage, or by 
members of the Carlson family as one of 
those who rented and occupied their house, 
then it win probably be necessary to let him 


go. The Winnipeg authorities would never 


surrender him unless there should be some- 
thing against him beyond bare suspicion. 

It is possibie that he may turn out to be as 
poor an investment as Maroney. Identifica- 
tions based on pictures are frequently un- 
trustworthy, and it will not do to pin too 
much faith on the resemblance which tne 
expressman and the Carlsons see between 
the picture of Burke and the conspirator 
whom they saw. But it is certainly a 
stronger identificauon than that of Maroney, 
where no one saw a picture of the man him- 
self, but only of one who was said to look 
like him, but who evidently did not. It was 
not certain that Maroney was in this city 
about the time of the murder—it is more 
than probabie that he was not. It is known, 
however, that Burke was here prior to the 
murder, and left the city soon after it hap- 
pened. 

There are also some things which indicate 
that Burke or Delaney or Cooper—for the last 
is the name he took when he bought his ticket 
—has not an easy conscience. If he is not 
afraid to come back to Chicago because of 
the Cronin case, there appears to be some- 
thing else which makes him unwilling to re- 
turn. It is not customary for Irishmen who 
wish to revisit their native land to go there 
by the way of Winnipeg, especially when 
they are not flush with cash. There is noth- 
ing so specially attractive on the hne of the 
Canadian Pacific east of Winnipeg as to make 
it natural for a homesick Irishman to go that 
way, unless, indeed, he preferred to avoid ob- 
servation. Burke was also a member of the 
Clan-na-Gael, associating with that faction 
which was the most urfriendly to Cronin. 
He was in bad company and was out of a job. 

Thesé are suspicious circumstances, but 
they will amount to little if he is not identi- 
fied as one of the men known to be directly 
concerned in the conspiracy. Till the ex- 
pressman and the Carlsons have said their 
say it is impossible to form an idea as to 
Burke’s guilt. 


TOO MANY WEAK SCAFFOLDINGS., 
Monday a scaffold erected at the power- 
house of the Milwaukee avenue cabie line 
fell, killing one man and hurting two others 
fatally. Last Wednesday there was a simi- 


lar accident at the West Madison street 


power-house, where one man was killed and 
eight hurt. Just such accidents are happen- 
ing all the time during the building season. 
There is a succession of deaths and broken 
legs and arms from this cause. If the full 
figures could be had there would probably 
turn out to be as much killmg and maiming 
done by the deadly scaffold’? as by the 
“deadly railway crossing.”’ 

The responsibility for these mishaps may 
be said to rest on contractors or superin- 
tendents of construction, who use the cheap- 
est and poorest of material for their tempo- 
rary scaffoldings and who do not watch them 
closely to see that they are not taxed by 
weights which it was not intended they 
should carry. According to the Coroner 
this last scaffold which went down was far 
too light a fabric on which to risk so many 
buman lives. When the weight of a heavy 
piece of iron was thrown on it it collapsed. 
Yet the man who was superintendent of con- 
struction was uncle of the boy who was 
killed, and he could have had no idea 
that he was endangering the life of his 
nephew. There is carelessness. on the part 
of contractors, but there is also carelessness 
on the partof the men. They are willing to 
take too many chances were their lives are 
involved. Iney unthinkingly subject the 
structure to tov severe astrain. A man in 
want of a board will thoughtlessly rob the 
scaffold of it. If the men were to make as 
strong a fight for safety for their lives as 
they do for some other things there would 
be fewer accidents. If a foreman puts a 
non-union man at work every man will quit 
instanter. if the same foreman orders men 
to work on a scaffold which they feel is in- 
secure they will go without a protest. 

It is a difficult matter for the City Inspec- 
tor of Buildings to see to the safety of these 
temporary structures. There are too many 
of them and he has too few helpers. Why, 
therefore, do not the various unions look to 
them more closely than they nave done? 
Here is a field for them which few will chal- 
lenge their right to occupy, so long, at least, 
as the city stands aloof. There could not be 
many protests against a walking delegate 
who ordered men off of a structure which he 
feared was unsafe and which the contractor 
refused to strengthen. Contractors do put 
up flimsy scaffoldings and like to spend as 
little money on them as they can. They 
would put up fewer such if the men insisted 
that they should not be exposed to danger, 
or if their official representatives insisted on 
it for them. Let the carpenters’ and paint- 
ers’ and bricklayers’ and other unions see 
what they can do to protect the lives and 
limbs of their members. 


SITTING BULL OPPOSES THE TREATY. 

The Commissioners appointed to treat 
with the Indians for the breaking up of the 
Sioux Reservation are meeting with less 
success sofar at the Pine Ridge Agency 
than at Rosebud. The intiuence of Sitting 
Bull, who was reported at the point of death 
a few days ago but seems to be recov- 
ering, is still potent, and he is strongly op- 
posed to the treaty. The ruling passion is 
strong with the old chief—as he declares he 
never signed a treaty and never will“ 
and it is possible that ne and his followers 
may defeat the present negotiations. If 
Sitting Bull should recover sufficientiy to 
take part in the conferences and bring his 
influence to bear on the Indians he will 
prove an ugly customer for the Commis- 
sioners. He was the leader in the 
Opposition to the treaty by which the 
Sioux Indians ceded the Black Hills 
section to the Government, and although 
he failed then he may succeed now in a last 
effort to prevent the transfer of Indian land 
to the whites. Sitting Lull and his follow- 
ers persistentiy claim that former treaties 
have been violated and demand that the 
Sioux nation make no more concessions to 
the Government. 

Sitting Buil is not only a Bourbon among 
the Sioux but one of “ the chiefs of the last 
warpath,” and as a leader in the Custer mas- 
sacre he made himseif one of the most in- 
fluential braves of the nation. He is really 
more of a politician and soothsayer than 
warrior, but nevertheless as one of the prin- 
cipal chiefs on the last warpath he has ex- 


impaired and the younger Indians and 
the mixed-bloods have frequently opposed 
him with success. Tne younger Indians, who 
have never been on the warpath and who 
have been trained in the Indian schools, are 
inclined to favor taking land in severalty and 
accepting the aid of the Government to es- 
tablish themselves as farmers and stock- 
growers. Some of the old chiefs even are 
prepared for the change and favor it, al- 
though more on account of their children 
than themseives. Thus at the Pine Ridge 
conference No Flesh said he was in favor of 
signing; that he was thinking about the fut- 
ure; that he wanted his children to be fur- 
ther advanced than he was; that when they 
attended school and iearned what the white 
man learned they wanted to act as white 
men acted. Most of the old chiefs, however, 
are not so candid. The Indians are adroit 
politicians, and many oppose the treaty, in- 
tending ultimately to approve it and 
with the desire to have it appear 
they did 80 reluctantly and only 
by dint of great persuasion. If the change 
should prove unsatisfactory they cculd say 
I told you so,“ while if the breaking up of 
the reservation should prove a benefit to the 
nation their opposition would be quickly 
forgotten. It is this poiitic course which 
makes it so difficult to estimate the real 
strength of the opposition to the treaty, but 
there is no doubt that chiefs like Sitting 
Bull and Red Cloud will consistently oppose 
to the end the abandonment of the reserva- 
tion and taking land in severalty. Tneir 
opposition is not temporary und politic mere- 
ly, but springs from deep-seated Bourbonism. 
Sitting Bull and Red Cioud can easily act a 
part for policy’s sake when they think it ad- 
visable, but their opposition at present is 
earnest, and there is little likelihood they 
can be induced to consent to the pending 
treaty. Sitting Bull doubtless tells the truth 
when he says he never signed a treaty and 
never will. if the present negotiations are 
defeated it will be owing to the consistent, 
determined opposition of Sitting Bull and 
other braves of the last warpath who 
are not prepared for land jg severalty, 
schools, and the adoption of the habits of 
civilization. 


A CURIOUS “AGREEMENT BETWEEN GER 
TLEMEN.“ 

When a few months agd a compact was 
made which it was believed would destroy 
free competition between Western railroads 
and enable them all to “ maintain rates,“ the 
arrangement reached was declared triumph- 
antly to be in the nature of an agreement 
between gentlemen.“ The Presidents, mill- 
ionaire stockholders, and bankers who met in 
New York, spread their legs under mahogany 
tables, and devised a new form of railroad 
pool would not admit that it was a mere com- 
mercial contract, but claimed for it some- 
thing of the sanctity of a gambler's debt of 
honor. This new kind of pool would 
need no fines or penalties to sus- 
tain it, but was to rest on a plane 
altogether above ordinary commercial trans- 
actions and depend for its execution 
on “tne honor of gentlemen.’’ Oddly enough, 
about the time the gentlemen's agreement 
was perfected Charles Francis Adams made 
an address at Boston in which he deplored 
the condition of the railroad business and at- 
tributed it almost wholly to the lack of any 
high sense of commercial honor“ among 
railroad officials and stockholders. A few 
months have passed and the collapsing 
„agreement between gentiemen’”’ seems to 
attest the truth of Mr. Adams’ declaration 
rather than that of those who based such 
high hopes on the personal honor” of 
traffic managers. , 

The Presidents and their bankers did pro- 
test too much when they declared their 
compact an agreement between gentie- 
men.” What do they think of their 
lofty professions now? How can the 
recent correspondence between the offi- 
cials of the Alton and the St. Paul Roads con- 
cern properly any such thing as a gentle- 
men’s agreement?” Are “ gentlemen ’’ open 
to charges of treachery, breach of faith, and 
violation of law? Such are the accusations 
the Alton officials bring against some of their 


associates ifi the „ gentlemen's agreement,“ 


and even the Executive Board seems to ad- 
mit chat there has been considerable rascal 
ity going on, although in its efforts at peace- 
making it claims the guilt is not as gross as 
is charged. The Alton officials declare that 
according to their own admission the St. Paul 
managers had, previous to the adoption of 
the “‘gentlemen’s agreement,“ resorted to 
“cut rates, manipulation of through rates, 
and various other methods“ to secure Kan- 
sas City live stock traffic, but could not 
get as much as the Alton, which 
strictiy adhered to its published rates. 
Since becoming a party to the “ gentlemen’s 
agreement“ and putting its honor at stake 
the St. Paul Road has secured the lion’s share 
of the traffic in question, and the Alton in 
particular has suffered great loss. Asking 
how the St. Paul Road has been able to do 
this the Alton officials say: ‘There can be 
but one answer to the question—viz.: secret 
inducements have made it for the interest of 
shippers to patronize its line.” If so there 
has been not only a breach of faith between 
the “gentlemen’’ but deliberate and sys- 
tematic violation of the Inter-State act. 

The St. Paul Road denies the charges 
against it, and affirms that under the agree- 
ment the Chairman has power to examine 
the books and records of any company 
and to “question its officers and 
agents under oath,” and insists if 
such investigation were made the 
charges would be disproved. Phe Alton 
ofticials evidently believe, however, that the 
alleged fraud against them has been accom- 
plished by underweighing. underbilling, or 
some other secret practice which an exami- 
nation of the books and records would not 
disclose. And as the Alton officials do not 
ask to have the St. Paul managers “exyam- 
ined under oath“ they seem to imply that 
they would not believe the sworn statements 
oi their rivals. The St. Paul managers are 
willing to swear to their innocence, but the 
Alton contemptuously refuses to be satisfied 
with affidavits. Surely itis a queer thing for 
the parties to a ‘“‘gentlemen’s agreement“ 
to accuse one another of treachery and vio- 
lation of law and honor and sneeringly re- 
fuse to believe claims of innocence made 
under oath,

This is the question shipmen ask one 
another after hearing the 
Evans of the British steamship Orsino, ar- 
riving from Gibraltar today. 

The Orsino left Gibraltar June 1. taking 
the usual course of M&diterranean steamers 
for New York. She experienced much the 
same weather as the North German Lioyd 
steamer Saale, which arrived last week after 
a collision with an iceberg. There were 
mists and occasional showers until June 
1, when a dense tog set in. This 
lifted slightly in the afternoon, but toward 
night, Capt. Evans said, it became dense as a 

all. This was the night on which the Saale 
struck the iceberg. The Orsino’s engines 
were placed at quarter speed and 

lookouts posted. The fog was 

. cold and penctrating, and 
the sailors shivered even in their pea jack- 
ets. Gradually the air grew colder, but it 
was notuntil half-past 7 o’clock twat the 
Captain discovered the cause. The atmos- 
phere was then slightly warmer. The Or- 
sino was in latitude 43° 27’, longitude 47° 33’, 
and the fog curtain had raised slightly. Sud- 
denly one of the officers, pointing astern, ex- 
claimed, Look there!“ 

The Captain looked, and about a mile 
astern he saw the outlines of a huge iceberg. 
The Orsino had passed it in the fog, and no 
one on that vessell will ever know just how 
close they came to certain death. Had the 
Orsino struck the berg she would almost 
certainly have gone down. Capt. Evans 
gave the order te bout ship and the Orsino 
Swung around and steamed slowly back to 
within a short distance of the berg. It was 
over four hours before the Saule’s collision, 
and the berg does not at all answer the de- 
scription of the one which the German ves- 
sel barely escaped. 

Capt. Evans said it towered fully 100 feet 
into the air; while the other iceberg was not 
more than sixty feet at the highest point. 

The Orsino steamed around the icy mass, 
with its project ne points, several times. 
On one side, as he examined it through the 
glass, appeared what resembled black paint 
oriron rust. A huge angle was cut into the 
ice wall, too, at this place, as though the bow 
of a vessel had rammed the berg. The dark 
marks looked like paint mingied with iron 
rust from a vessel’s side. 

In the water at the buse was a quantity of 
spars and wreckage of various sorts. 

A Decision by the Treasury Oepartment as

Secretary George C. Tichenor of the Treas- 
ury Department forwarded a decision datea 
yesterday to Collector Erhardt—which 
decision was received by him this morn- 
ing—changing the plan of examining 
teas. Heretofore it has been the custom to 
examine a cargo through the samples sent to 
the examiner by the importer. It is now 
ordered that the tea inspectors shall take 
sampies from any portion of the importation 
of teas mado into this port and test the same 
with the samples submitted by the importer.

Paris, June 18.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties today M. Roche moved that the House 
grantacredit of 915,000 fraucs to complete 
the ironclads now in course of construction. 

Admiral Krantz, Minister of Marine, re- 
plied that the sum mentioned would not be 
sufficient for the work. He said that a se- 
rious effort, would be necessary in order to 
bring France's naval strength up to a proper 
standard. The Government, he said, would 
soon ask a credit of 50,000,000 or 60,000,000 
francs for naval improvements.

Brusseis, June 18.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies today M. Janson, who was recently 
elected to a seat for Brussels by the Liberals, 
accused the Ministry of inciting agents to 
provoke disorder at Mons.

Pine RipGe AGeENcy, Dak., June 18.—The 
Commissioners have apparently struck a snag. 
Last night at a council which Red Cloud had 
with his band and the other chiefs in his 
interest it is said they decided under no 
circumstances to sign the bill. At 
the conference with Gen. Crook 
day he announced this decision and 
added that he wanted all the Indians that 
signed thé bill put off the reservation. He 
was impertinent and said he wanted the 
Commissioners to pack up and leave tomor- 
row. Gen. Crook stopped him and 
recited to the Indians some 1n- 
stances of his (Red Cloud's) duplic- 
ity. The outlook for success here is 
far from promising. About 250 have signed 
and about 400 have said they were opposed. 
Several of this number have already changed 
their minds, and doubtless others will fol- 
low. The rush of opposition for an hour this 
afternoon was a veritable stampede. 

At the conference yesterday Old Man 
Afraid of His Horses, now over 80 years old, 
said that the paper in his hand was given 
him at the time of the treaty of 1868 in Fort 
Laramie. There were twenty-one years more 
due on that treaty and there was no use in 
going ahead of the time 

Red Cloud said: “By the treaty of 1868 
we were to receive cattle, and horses, and 
sheep, and farming implements until the 
treaty runsout. Now, my friends, the Great

That the campaigo is getting warm in 
Lake View is proved by the amount of cam- 
paign literature that is burdening the mails. 
That the Annexation Campaign Commpttee Is 
not idle is shown by the fact that the foliow- 
ing circular, setting forth in condeased 
form the advantages of union with Chicago, 
bas been sent to every voter in the little city: 

THE ADVANTAGES OF ANNEXATION. 

Under the provisions of the new annexation 


law our voters must determine Saturday, June 


29, 1889, whether the cities of Chicago and Lake 
View shall be united into one greut city. The 


new law bears every evidence of having been 


carefully drawn, with tull attention to details, 
and it well merits your careful and unbiased con- 
sideration. We feei confident that whatever 
time and trouble a close examination of the law 
may entail upon you you will be amply repaid 
by the clearer light which its study will throw 


upon the question at issue. 

The law contains in itself a complete refuta- 
tion of most of the misstatemeuts or misunder- 
standings that have been circulated about this 
question. Permit us to call your especial atten- 
tion to a few of the provisions of this law. 

Itis urged that Lake View, with 47,000 people 
will not be properly represented in the Common 
Council of a great city like Chicago, with ics 
800,000 ple. ‘The new law (Sec. 19 or 205x) pro- 
vides for two Aldermen for every 25.000 in- 
habitants, and two additional Aldermen fora 
fraction of 15,400 or more.“ This will give Lake 
View four Aldermen in Chicago. There is now 
an average of nearly 40,000 inhabitants in each 
ward in Chicago, ee each ward gets but two 

Aldermen. Hence Lake View, with its four, will 
be fully able to look out for itself. If the ability 
of four Aldermen to get as many improvements 
as Luke View has this last year be doubted, let 
the record speak for itself. The records of the 
County Court show that from March 1. 1888. 
to March 1, 1889, 1,115 local assessments 
were confirmed by tbe court. Now Cnica- 
go builds all her main sewers and mam water 
pipes out of the general city tuxes, hence Chi- 
cago's forty-eight Aldermen secured 1,115 local 
improvements (exclusive of a great number of 
sewer and water pipes), or ninety-three for every 
four Aldermen. e same record shows that for 
the same period our fourteen Aldermen suc- 
ceeded in having confirmed for Lake View (ex- 
clusive of main sewers and water mains) 101 im- 

rovements, of which about one-third were for 
mpposts, and of which a considerabie number, 

r ation by the court, were laid over 
until the next fiscal yeur because the city tax 

Was not large enough and had not raised sum 
cient revenue to pay the city's proportion of the 
cost! It follows, irresistably, from these com- 
parisons, that any four ordinary, average Chicago 


Aldermen accomplisbed just about as much for 


their constituents in Chicdgo in the way of local 
public improvements as our whole fourteen Al- 
dermen accomplished for us in Lake View. 
Again, it is asserted that annexation will inter- 
fere with the pending improvements. The new 
law ($6 or 205K) provides explicitly that it shall 
not stay, arrest, or interfere with any proceed- 
ings for the collection or enforcement of auy tax, 
8 assessment, or special tax, but the same 
shall proceed and be carried to a finality as 
though no such annexation had taken place. and 
the p thereof shall . be used for 
the purpose for which the tax was levied or the 
proceedings instituted.”’ 7 

The new law covers and provides for almost 
every possible oc of this question, The police 
and firemen, who (as far as tuey were able with 
the limited means ut their disposal) bave done

§17-205v); wherever ordinances are in force 
prohibiting or regulating licenses for dramshops 
Within a particular territory, they remain in 
force as before the annexation (§18-205w), and 
the school fund and the school property shall be 
held for the same purposes and to the same uses 
‘and subject to the same conditions as before an- 
nexation ot — 

It must be borne in mind that this new law 
cannotin any sense change our town govern- 
ment. Weretain,if annexed, our local Town 
Assessor, who fixes the taxable values of our 
ad for all taxable * and our local 

, Supervisor, and Town Clerk, hence 
the valuation on which we will be taxed will re- 
main the same whether we unite with Chicago 
ornot. This being so, the rate of taxation de- 
termines the amount of our taxes. Forinstance, 
if our 1 Assessor values our property at 
$1,000, it is this sum, multiplied by the total 
rate of taxation, which is extended by the 
County Clerk on the tax books. In Lake View 
and in Chicago the rates of taxation for the 
State, county, and town purposes are about the 
same. The only material difference in our taxes 
is between the rate of taxation for city and 
school purposes, in Chicago on the one hand, and 
in Lake View on the other. But for these pur- 
poses they are very wide apart. 

In Lake View the city tax in 1887 was $1.85 per 
$100 vaiuation; the average school tax (south of 
North Fifty-ninth street) for the same year was 
$3.10 per $100, and the high school tax was 65 

ts per $100, making a total rate for city and 
adimgy Durposes of 86.10 ver $100 of valuation. In 
18388 city tax was $2.30, the average school 
rate south of Fifty-ninth street was $1.42. and the 
high school tax was 41 cents, making the total 
rate for city and school purposes 7. 13 per $100. 

In Chicago the ites ure not figured separate- 
ly, but the total rate u 1887 for city and school 
purposes was $3.47 in 1888 $3.56 per $1uU of 
Valuation. 

In other words, the city and school rates of 
Lake View are nearly twice as high as Chicago! 
And if the present rate of increase in city taxes 
in Lake View is kept up in 1890 the rate for city 
and school purposes in Lake View will be more 
than double that of Chicago! When is this sort 
of thing going to stop? Are we getting the 
worth of our money in Lake View? Considering 
tbe inadequate supply of poor water we use, the 
insufficient police and fire protection we get, the 
additional prices we have to pay for gas, for 
street-car fare, for interest on money borrowed, 
for everything, the foregoing figures say most 
emphatically, no, we are not! 

Are we any better represented with our expen- 
sive (if ornamental) Mayor and Common Coun- 
oil and our expensive army of officials than we 
should be with four good Aldermen in Chicago? 
The figures given above do not seem to read that

Suburban Luxuries. 

CHICAGO, June 17.— [Editor of Tne Tribune. — 
The people ot the Town of Lake seem to be 
laboring under the impression that their taxes 
are less than they would be if they were annexed 
to Chicago. They can disabuse their minds of 
this impression by areference to the tax dupli- 
cates in the County Clerk's office. By compar- 
ing the totai amount of taxes paid in South Chi- 
cago with the amount paidin the Town of Lake 
on property of the same value, they wiil find that 
they are paying dearly for the luxury of a sepa- 
rate city government. 

It appears by the tax duplicate of 1887 that Mr. 
John W. Remsey owned north ½ (E. of R. R.) of 
Lot 6, School Trustees’ Sub. 16, 38, 14. fronting on 
State street, and situatedin Town of Lake, in 
School District No. 10. This property was as- 
sessed at $3,150, equalized by the County Board at 
$3,363, and by the State Board at $4,103, and Mr. 
Rumsey was assessed and paid taxes as follows: 
State, $21.75; county, $33.12; town, $87.48; South 
Park. $14.90; school, 8195.18; total, 8352.44. 
George Field owned Lot 7, Sub Block 1, 
Block 17, Canal T. Sub. 33, 39, 14, in South 
Chicago, which was assessed at $1.600, equalized 
by County Board at $1.616 and by State Board at 
$1,072, and upon which Field was assessed and 

aid taxes as follows: State, $10.46; county, 
15.92; city, 868.55; South Park, $7.16; total, 
$102.09, 

Comparing these figures it will be seen that 
Rumsey's property in Luke, valued at $4,103, 
paid $352.43 taxes. Field's property in Chicago, 
valued at $1.972, about half of the value of Rum- 
sey’s, paid $102.09, or in other words Rumsey paid 
enous $150 for the privilege of owning property in 

ake. 

The result is the same if you compare taxes in 
South Chicago with School District No.2 of 
Lake. |

$1,019 and by State Board at 61,243, and he

State, $6.59; county, $10.04; town, $26.51: South 
Park, $4.52; school, $47.83; total, $05.49. Mr. L. 
Bunde in 1887 ‘owned Lot 22, Sub Bik 6, Canal 
T. Sub., 38, 39, 14, fronting on State, just north of 
Thirty-pinth street, which was assessed at R 
equalized by County Board at $009 and by State 
Board at $1,109, and upon which he was assessed 
and paid taxes as follows: State, $5.88; county, 
$8.95; city, $388.55; South Park, $4.03; total, $57.41, 
In other words Mr. Buriies paid about twice as 
much taxes upon property of about the sume 
value as his neighbor Bunde living north of 
Thirty-ninth street. In this comparison it will 
also be observed that the tux levied by the Town 
ot Lake, 1887, was about two-thirds of the whole 
tax levied by Chicago for corporation and school 
purposes in the same year. Taxpayers shouid 
study the figures as shown by the books before 
they vote against annexation. 

Let it be remembered also thatin examining 
these figures the city tax of $38.55 includes not 
only all the tax for city purposes and sewers, but 
also the entire school tax, the tax for the sup- 
port of the Public Library (an institution Lake 
is unable to support), as well as interest on 

ts bonded indebtedness, while the town tax of 
$26.51 in Lake includes only the general tax for 
town purposes and interest on the bonded in- 
debtedness and sinking fund. 

These illustrations might be multiplied with- 
out number, as any one will see by referring to 
the records. . 

The only argument that has been advanced 
thus far to refute these well-known facts is that 
the assessment is relatively lower im the Town 
of Lake than in Chicago. To this there are two 
answers: First, if it is true, it is essentially dis- 
honest, for all property should bear its fair pro- 
portion of public burdens; and, second, it is un- 
wise to presume that officers with the public duty 
of equaliziug assessments will permit property 
in the Town of Lake by any unfair assessment 
to be relieved from its proportion of the public 
revenue. : 

It should be observed alsoin this connection 
that the Town of Lake wul in the future as in 
the past choose its own Assessor, and therefore 
will receive any benefits which will accrue 
thereby. 

Can the taxpayers of Lake longer afford the 
luxury of a separate municipal government?

HEAVY SHOWERS IMPROVED THE WHEAT. 


Favorable Reports Throughoat the North- 
west—Grain Men Are Happ. 

MINNEAPOLIs, Minn., June 18.—[Special.]— 
The heavy rains of yesterday. and last night 
were general throughout the Northwest and 
the wheat crop was greatly benefited, in con- 
sequence of which the elevator and grain 
men were in a happier frame of mind this 
morning than they have been for several 
weeks. Reports from along ali tne different 
roads centering bere show the much needed 
rain has fallen at almost every station. 

. B. Robbins of the Northwestern 
Elevator Company said: “The rain 
has done the wheat crop millions of 
doliars’ worth of good. In fact, it can’t be 
computed in cash. Our reports show heavy 
rains north from Castleton, Grand Forks, 
Watertown, and Huron, and the wheat is 
just booming.” The rain has been general 
all along our line,“ said E. K. Norton of the 
Red River Valley Elevator Company, and 
immense good has been done to the wheat 
crop in the Red River Valley.“ We have 
had heavy rains at Forest ano Grafton.“ said 
E. Gardin, manager of the Northern Pacific 
Elevator Company. ‘** The rain has not been 
general along the main line, but seems to 
have fallen just where it will do the most 
good. Consequently I am happy.“ 

„Along our line the rain has been general,“ 
said L. A. Gilbert Secretary of the Minne- 
sota & Dakota Elevator Company, but it 
was not so heavy but what we might wel- 
come more. It was more general in Dakota 
than Minnesota and that is where it was 
needed.“ 

„he wheat is all right now along our 
line,“ remarked J. D. McMillan of the **Soo”’ 
Road. I telegraphed to different stations 
along the line and the answers reccived are 
satisfactory. At Paynesviile the fall was 
one inch, at Elbow Lake it rained for an 
hour, at Maple Lake and at Thorson there 
were light showers, while along the Dakota 
line it rained hard. The outlook for good 
crops along ourline is much. better than it

On account of 
the remarkabiy early spring farmers be- 
lieved that it would be a good year for small 
grain, and consequently a large per cent of 
the tillable ground was sown to wheat and 
oats. The crop is now considered a total 
failure. Wheat, where it will be cut at all, 
may not average over three or four bushels 
to the acre. 

Marion, Ind., June 18.— [Special. — Great 
consternation has been created among the 
farmers of this ccunty by the appearance 
during the last day or twoof a small green 
bug or parasite thatthreatens to demolish 
the wheat, oats, and rye crop. It is believed 
that the backward portion of the crop will 
be utterly destroyed and the portions that 
are advanced will be badly injured.

GEN. LUCIUS FAIRCHILD ASKED TO 
SERVE ON THE COMMISSION, 


“Wisconsin's Ex-Governor Ig the Fourth 


Man Whom the President Has Asked 
to Take the Place—His Appoint- 
ment Applauded on All Sides—Capt. 
Meredith Assured of His Appointment 
Within a Day or Two—Offices Given 
Out Yesterday—Other Capital News. 


WasHINGTON, D. C., June 18.—[Special.]— 
Lucius Fairchild of Wisconsin was named to- 
day by the President for a place on the Cher- 
okee Commission. Mr. Fairchild is the fourth 
man who has been asked to serve on this 
commission, all three before him having de- 
clined the honor bestowed upon them. It is 
not a settled fact that Mr. Fairchild will ac- 
cept the honor. although Secretary Nobie is 
inclined to believe that he will. Mr. Fair- 
child is one of Wisconsin’s prominent men, 
he having served eight vears as Governor of 
that State. He was appointea Consul General 
to Liverpool by Gen. Grant and Minister to 
Spain by President Arthur, serving six years 
in the consular and diplomatic service of the 
United States. He is an old soidier, having 
fought with distincuon during the late 
war and was promoted from the 
grade of corporal to that of Brigadier Gen- 
eral before receiving his honorable discharge. 
It bas he who, in New York, as Commander 
in Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
arose in the army’s convention dnd ex- 
claimed in reference to the order issued by 
the return 
of the Rebel battleflags: Palsied be the 
mind who conceived the idea; paisied be the 
band who made the stroke of the ben,“ etc. 
Gov. Fairchild, should he accept the place to 
which he was today appointed, will be a 
strong addition to the Cherokee Commission. 
Although never having had any transactions 
with the Southwestern tribes of Indians, he 
is well versed in the knowledge of the In- 
dians of the Northwest. He was interested 
in the early treaties made with the Chippewa 
Indians and ower tribes in Minnesota and 
Dakota. His appointment is applauded on 
all sides and has elicitea much favorable 
comment from the Indian Rights and other 
associations interested in the weltare of the 
lndians in this city. 


Capt. Meredith called on the Secretary of 
tne Treasury today and had an extended in- 
terview with that official. The Captain in. 
formed the Secretary that he was in Wash- 
ington at this time in obedience to instruc- 
tions given bim by Representative Mason, and 


desired to know positively the status of his 


case. Secretary Windom informed the Chi- 
cagoan that his visit was opportune and that 
he could inform him exactly as to how his 
case stood. The Secretary said that he had 
been selected for the Bureau of Printing and 
Kngraving, and the appointment for that 
department would be soon made. Now tnat 
Capt. Meredith’s name has been selected as 
Superintendent of the Bureau of Printing 
and Engraving his commission will be signed 
soon. It is quite likely that he will be ap- 
pointed tomorrow, the day of the week set 
apart for appointments to be made under the 
jurisdiction of the Treasury Department. 


A. F. Links presented his indorsements 
and papers for the Appraisership at Chi- 
cago this afternoon to the Secretary of the 
Treasury. ‘Tomorrow he will have a con- 
sultation with the President in reference to 
his chances of being appointed Appraiser at 
Chicago. 

The Civil Service Commission has departed 
for the West.

GENERAL NEWS FROM- WASHINGTON, 


Mrs. De La Hunt Declares She Is Not a 
Candidate for Office. 

Wasuineoton, D. C., June 18.—In reply to 
several newspaper articies criticising the 
President’s failure to appoint Mrs. De La 
Hunt Postmaster at. Canneiton, Ind., against 
whose removal by President Cleveland he 
protested while a member of the Senate, a 
reporter was today shown at the Post-Office 
Department a card from Mrs. Hunt, which 
was printed in the local papers of that 
section, in which she says: “ie 
order to silence all and numerous 
unauthorized expressions concerning my de- 
sire or expectation of obtaining the Cannel- 
ton post-office, I wish to say, once for all, that 
Jam not, have not been, and shail not be an 
applicant for that office. The above state- 
ment may appear premature, but it is called 
forth by the fact that I have been greatly 
annoyed of late by the continual canvass of 
my name in connection with the possible 
change of Postmaster at this place—a posi- 
tion that seems to have far greater allure- 
ments to others than to me.“ 

THE CRUISER CHARLESTON. 

Reports received here from San Francisco 
indicate that the cruiser Charleston will be 
ready for another trial in about three weeks. 
New crosshead guides have been made and 
are being fitted, and it is probable that new 
bludes will be attached to the propeller, the 
contractors being impressed with the belief 
that the present screw is of a pitch so sharp 
that it does not permit the engines to work off 
all of the steam developed by the boilers. In 
the case of the crosshead guides cast-iron 
has been substituted for steel and the slides 
will be of brass faced with white metal, an 
excellent anti-friction combination. It would 


‘appear that a structural error has been made 


in the design of the engines in this particu- 
lar, which may avail the contractor as a suf- 
ficient reason for a remission of penalties for 
delay aiready accrued. These plans were 
furnished by the English shipwrights who 
built the Naniwakan, and it now transpires 
that exactly the same error in regard to the 
crossheads siide was made in the case of this 
ship. The error was corrected, as it is now 
being corrected in San Francisco, before the 
vessel succeeded in making tne necessary 
horse-power.

MILLIONAIRES OF AMERICA, 


The Citizens Who Are Really Worth Many 
Millions. 

New York World: A “millionaire” in 
Webster’s Dictionary is: One whose wealth 
is counted by millions.“ Its secondary mean- 
ing, which seems to some extent to authorize 
the loose use of the word in current talk, is 
ena very rich person.“ Of course, million- 
aire’? is in its origin a French word and 
meant, as it means in France today, one who 
has a million francs. Buta million francs is 
no sort of a fortune at all uowadays. It isn’t 
anything like a quarter of a million dollars. So 
„ millionaire,“ as used in this article, may be 
taken to mean a man or woman worth, after 
his or her debts are paid, a thousand and 
more thousand dollars. There isan enor- 
mous, a startling number of real millionaires 
in New York City and in the country which 
looks up to it as a metropolis, and which year 
after year pours into New York the richest 
of its citizens, and so from Chicago, St. 
Louis, San Francisco, and other towns keeps 
constantly swelling the goiden aggregate 
which 1s fast making this the richest as well 
asin many other respects the most remark- 
able city on the globe. 

The most confusing obstacle to a really ac- 
curate knowledge of “our millionaires’’ is 
the current looseness of parlance by which 
many rich and most very rich men are said 
„worth their millions” or to have 
„made his millions.“ Plenty of people in 
the street, in the patriarchs, in the grand 
stand, and wherever you like are seriously 
called millionares,“ and seriously believed 
by many to be worth $1,000,000, when in point 
of fact their estates, settled up on a business 
basis, would not realize a half or a third or 
sometimes a tenth of $1,000,000. The lust of 
gold is in the air und jaundices men’s sight. 

While there are hunareds of millionaires 
in New York City alone, there are in the 
United States, according to a statement now 
being extensively copied and commented on, 
and which has excited grave fears for the 
future of this country in the bosom of the 
Saturday Review, seventy-two men whose 
combined wealth equais the National dept.” 
The dangers of plutocracy are real enough 
without being exaggerated in any such way 
as this. As an example of the current ex- 
aggeration about millionaires this list has 
been shown by the writer to one of the best 
known, most conservative, and wide-awake 
operators in Wall street, a man who knows 
personally most of the persons referred to 
and who has for years made a study of every 

reat financial operation in this country.

She leaves all of her 
dresses, jewelry, etc., to Mrs. Elizabeth J. Blais- 
dell and Mrs. Caroline Sutton Cobb to give to 
certain friends as they were directed by the tes- 
tatrix. She leaves the rest ot her property to 
Henry V. Pierpont and Charles H. Lawrence, 
executors, and directs them to take out $700 with 
which to buy presents next Christmas for certain 
frieads whom she designatedin writing. The 
rest of the property is bequeathed as follows: 
The Episcopal Church of Vergennes, Vt., the 
Congregational Church of Vergennes, Vt., and 
the Massachusetts Board of Missions (Women's). 
each $500; Edward Sutton Smith, M. D., $15,000; 
Elizabeth G. Blaisdell, $11,000; Henry V. Pier- 
pont, Nelly E. Pierpont, and Caroline S. Pier- 
pont, each $6,000; Henry C. Lawrence of Evans- 
ton, $5,000; Philip E. Lawrence, $2,000; Mabel 
Lawrence, $2,000; Elizabeth Lawrence of Hen- 
derson, Ia., $6,000; Margaret Lawrence of Chi- 
cago, $2,000; Arabella and Charles H. Lawrence, 
euch $6,000; four grandchildrea of Abigail 
Marsh 81,000 each; seven lady friends, 
$1,000 each; Frances W. Pierpont, 82,000; 
and Caroline Sutton Cobb, 86,000. All 
of the property remaining after these bequests 
are paid is left, one-fourth each to Elizabeth J. 
Blaisdell of Rockford, Henry V. Pierpont, Nelly 
E. Pierpont, and Caroline Sutton Cobb. Mrs, 
Sutton directs that a modest monument be erect- 
ed above her last resting place. She wrote her 
will herself. It covers six pages, which are a 
yard in length. 


The will of Nathan Corwith Sr. was a4mitted - 
to proof. Mr. Corwith’s son, Nathan Corwith Jr., 


attempted to corner the lead market with his 
father’s money and they lost all they had. Mr. 
Corwith leaves an estate which is insolvent. 
He directs that all his debts be paid, and any- 
thing left is devised to Mrs. Mary E. Corwith, 
the widow. Nathan Corwith Jr., Mrs. Lizzie 
Wells, Gurdon Corwith, and Susan W. Barney, 
children. 

A jury in Judge Clifford’s court refused to give 

Christian Busse a verdict against his daughter. 
Mr. Busse asked for 8500 which he said his 
duughter, Emma Rost, had promised to pay, and 
which her husband, William C. Rost, had bor- 
rowed some time before his death. Mrs. Rost, a 
delicate young woman 22 years of age, said it was 
true that Wiliiam owed her father the money, 
but it was not true that she had promised to pay 
it.

WESTERN FREIGAT MATTERS OF IM- 
PORTANCE DISCUSSED, 


No Agreement Reached on the Lumber Rate 
from Chicago to Council Biuffs and 
Omaha—The Prorating Committee Fails 
to Report—its Failure Argues III for the 
Adjustment of Northwestern Rate Com- 
plications—The Alton's Explanation—A 
St. Paul Mortgage—Notes. 


The meeting of the Western and Northwestern 
Divisions of the Western Freight Association re- 
convened yesterday, pursuant to adjournment 
last week. By special action the matter of rates 
on lumber from Chicago to Council Bluffs and 
Omana wus first considered, in view of the estab- 
lishment to Southwestern Missouri River points 
of a rate of 13 cents, effective June 22. Some of 
the roads advocated the adoption of the same 
rate to Council Bluffs, being of the opinion that 
1t would not be possible to maintain a 16-cent 
rate to that point with arate of 13 cents to all 
Southwestern Missouri River points. A few 
of the Iowa lines thought the estab- 
lishment of a 13-cent rate to Council 
Bluffs would necessitate a corresponding 
reduction to all local points in Iowa and there- 
fore opposed it. The discussion of the matter 
led to no definite results, an ner considera- 
— Was postponed until 10 ck this morn- 
ng. . 

Consideration was then given to the subjects 
regularly docketed for discussion, all of which 
were more orless of a routine character, con- 
sisting principally of reports of tne Northern and 
Wisconsin Committees of matters pertaining to 
those sections. There was some discussion re- 
garding the rates west of the Mississippi River 
on through traffic from Chicago, etc., in conse- 
quence of the existence of the 28 cent scale on 
through traffic from the East to St. Paul, which 
rates under the long and short haul clause of the 
Inter-State Commerce law are applicable in the 
State of Iowa on the direct lines to St. 
Paul. It was found that the Central Iowa 
Railroad (Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas 
City) had published a through tariff to Mar- 
shalltowu and other interior points in Iowa 
based upon the W-cent rate to St. Paul. Chi- 
cago roads basing their rates upon the O cent 
scale to such lowa points have no possible 
chance to compete, and consequently it was ad- 
mitted something had to be done to stop the ex- 
isting difference. between local and through 
rates from Chicago and St. Paul, as the Chicago 
roads could not afford to lose tneir through busi- 
ness to Iowa points. The Central Iowa, in ex- 
planation of its action, stated that it was com- 
pelied to apply the cent basis on through 
rates to Marshalltown and other Iowa points, as 
the local Iowa rates added to the through rate 
from the East were considerably less than the 
regular rates from Chicago, and, besides, freight 
could be shipped from the East to St. Paul 
and thence to Iowa points at less than 
the regular rates from Chicago. It was deemed 
best not to take immediate action regarding rates 
from Chicago to Iowa points until the proposi- 
tions now under consideration for the adjust- 
ment of rates between Chicago and St. Paul had 
been acted upon. 

The committee appointed last week to confer 
with all lines in Interest regarding the proposi- 
tion to stop all „1 arrangements with the 
trunk lines and charge the same rates from Chi- 
cago to the West and Northwest both on — 
and local business, and thus stop the present dis- 
crimination against Chicago, was not ready to 
report and it was given time until next Friday, 
when the subject is to be brought up 
for final consideration. The failure of the 
committee to report does not augur 
well for the success of the new plan for the ad- 
justment of the Northwestern rate complica- 
tions. The matter requires immediate action. 
Chicago merchants are suffering severely from 
the present discriminations against Chicago. 
They are not only shut out from Northwestern 
territory, but the great difference between the 
through and local rates is seriously affecting the 
_ from Chicago to Iowa and ali points in the 

est. 

The St. Paul & Duluth will putin effect today 
or tomorrow the same rates, lake and rail, New 
York to St. Paul, as are made to Chicago. This 
of course will shut out Chicago entirely from the 
Northwestern territory. as the Chicago roads 
would have to take freight for nothing to 
establish the same through rate via Chicago. 
Thus the business can be shipped from New 
York via Duluth and St. Paul to points in Iowa 
and the West atless rates than are made via 
Chicago. Notwithstanding all this the Chicago 
roads are delaying action from week to week, 
and the Chicago Freight Bureau is doing nothing 
whatever to compel the roads to make rates 
that will enable Chicago merchants to preserve 
their business to the West. The inefficiency of 
the Freight Bureau is becoming notorious. If 
any other city was discriminated against as Chi- 
cago is at present its merchants would be up in 
arms and compel the roads to makea fair and 
reasonable equalization of rates, 


Vice-President McMullin Explains. 

The telegram of President Miller of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul to Chairman Walker 
regarding the Alton’s notice of withdrawal from 
the Inter-State Commerce Railway Association 
and Mr. Walker’s reply thereto, published in 


yesterday's TRIBUNE, were calculated to create: 


the impression that the Alton’s reasons for with- 
drawing from the association were frivoious and 
that it it nad no good cause for its action. Vice- 
President McMullin of the Alton, being asked 
what he thought of the criticisms of President 
Miller and Chairman Walker, said: | 

Mr. Miller—inadvertently of course—conveys 
a wrong impression in his statement ba pine 
the shipments of live stock, which he will with- 
out doybt be glad to have removed. In giving 
the Alton’s figures he has embraced all the live 
stock carried to St. Louis, Alton, and other 
points to which the St. Paul Road has no line or 
connection. The controversy between that road 
and the Alton isin regard to cattle shipments 
from Kansas City to Chicago. The records show 
that from Jan. 1 to May 31, 1889, the Alton 
shipped 1,215 cars and the St. Paul shipped 2,159 
cars. But up to the time the Alton Road be- 
came a member of the association (about Feb. 1) 
it was abie to take care of itself fairly well. 
From that date toand including June 14, 1889, 
the St. Paul Road shipped 2,060 cars of cattle 
from Kansas City to Chicago and the Chicago & 
Alton shipped 871 cars.“ 

To an inquiry regarding Mr. Miller’s demand 
for an examination of the St. Paul books, Mr. 
McMullin replied: 

T have nothing to say except that I presume 
the St. Paul Road employs a competent book- 
keeper, who without doubt keeps its books well 
and skillfully.”’ 

With regard to Col. Walker's letter to Mr. 
Tucker Mr. McMullin said: 

„Mr. Miller. in an interview telegraphed to 
the newspapers from New York, stated that 
‘the instructions to the officers of the company 
on the subject were issued last Saturday, June 
8.“ Now, if Mr. Miller's statement be correct, 
Chairman Walker must bein error in stating as 
he does that ‘the decision was not pro- 
mulgated until June 10.“ The fact that the 
St. Paul Road shipped from Kansas City 
to Chicago, during the week ending the morning 
of June 15, 128 cars of cattle while the Alton 
shipped thirty-one cars; and the further fact that 
the St. Paul road shipped seventy-eight cars 
during the previous week does not indicate that 


Col. Walker had the records before him when 


he stated that ‘the movementof live stock to 
Chicago over the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
has been considerably diminished’; nor that it 
was ‘carrying out the recommendations of the 
Executive Board in good fattn.“ 


Funded Its Bonded Indebtedness. 

The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway 
Company has made to the United States Trust 
Company of New York a mortgage for $150,000,- 
000, This mortgage is forthe purpose of taking 
up all other indebtedness of the road ata lower 
rate of interest and to lay additional double 
tracks and make other improvements necessary. 
It gives the whole property as security. It is be- 
lieved that the funding of its bonded indebted 
ness atalower rate of interest will place the 
company in a much better financial condition. 
The particulars of the new deal have not yet 
come to hand and it can therefore not be stated 
at this time how much the interest account of 
the company has been reduced by the new deal. 
President Miller has been in New York for the 
last two or tnree weeks perfecting the details of 
the arrangement. He is expected to return in a 


day or two. 


Commissioner Fink’s Resignation Final. 

New YORK, June 18.—[Spectal.I— The Secreta- 
ryincharge at the headquarters of the Trunk 
Lines Association, at Broadway and Leonard 
street, said today that he did not know who 
would be selected as Commissioner in place of 
Albert Fink, resigned. There was talk of Mr. 
George R. Blanchard as the successor of Mr. 
Fink, but nothing definite had been decided 
upon in the matter. Mr. Fink will insist that 
his resignation be accepted,” the informant 
added, “ana it would be useless for the man- 
agers of the various lines to ask him to continue 
in their service. It is true that on several occa- 
sions he has consented to remain after having 
expressed his wish to quit the office, but in the 
present instance his resignation is final The 
truth of the matter is.

I wish to say 1 have for twenty years 
conducted and had charge of large public works 
as contractor, building superintendent, and fore- 
man, and therefore had a great experience in 
scaffolding of all kinds. I am prepared to prove 
by a wood model I have made that this method 
of making scaffolds 1s bad in principle and weak 
in construction, and also cthat this geeident 
is due entirely to three causes—first, weakness 
of timbers and bad construction; second, ex- 
cessive overloading; third, lifting a casting of 
iron with asmall hod hoist, and crowding six or 
eight men together in a limited space to lift the 
iron casting on the already overloaded scaffold.

Women on School Boards. 
CHICAGO, June 17.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
Many years ago, before there was any talk of 


women on school boards, Miss Ellen Emerson, 


daughter of Ralph Waldo Emerson, was placed 
on the School Board at Concord, Mass. Miss 
Emerson was philanthropic and much interested 
in the schools, and the whole town thought it 
would be a great advantage to give this public- 
spirited citizen a place where she could work au. 
thoritatively. The other members of the board 
were well acquainted with Miss Emerson and 
no one feltit would be an embarrassment to 
work with her. 

When the London School Board was first or- 
ganized in 1871 three women were elected—Mrs. 
Dr. Garrett Anderson, sister-in-law of Prot. 
Fawcett, the blind Postmaster General, and her- 
self the first woman physician in Great Britain; 
Mrs. Burbury, daughter of a distinguished Cam- 
bridge professor; and Miss Emily Davies, the 
leading founder of Girton College, Cambridge. 
Associated with these women were several times 
as many men, among them Prof. Huxley, Sir 
Charles Reid, and ochers of London’s most dis- 
tinguished men. I attended a session of the 
board. The ladies introduced resolutions and 
took part in the discussions with precisely the 
same freedom as the men, and without any ap- 
parent embarrassment to the men. It would 
have been impossible to tell whether the words 
of Prof. Huxley, or of Miss Davies carried the 
more weight. The London School Board has never 
had less than three women and generally more, 
Two or three women were on the Edinburg 
School Board. Miss Lydia Becker was elected 
to the first school board in Manchester, a wom- 
anof great ability, and though wanting in gra- 
ciousness and social tact, was steadily reélected 
up to the latest date of which I have informa- 
tion. There were and are many other women on 
English school boards, among them some titled 
women, but I speak only of those of whom Ihave 


ersonal knowledge, 

“ English school boards hold their meet- 
ings in the daytime. This makes it 
more convenient for women to serve on them. 
On the other hand, the men are not so worn out 
with ‘business cares, nor do social customs exact 
or encourage any special deference to women. 
Englisbwomen have done excellent work on 
school boards, and the reason there are so few 
of them is that there are so many men with 
political aspirations who want the places. The 
reason there are as Many as there are is that 
one-seventh of the municipal voters are women. 
Women do not embarrass the men, because there 
is no occasion to show the women more courtesy 
than men show each other. 

Two o¢ more women have been on the Boston 
School Board fuliy fifteen years. Able and 
leisure women have been chosen, and no one 
suggests that their work has not been excellent. 
nere are two reasons why there are not more 
women on the ton board: First, men want 
the places, and tere are @ great Many more 
men voters than women, econd, the men 
placed on the Boston board are largely men of 
educational experience, so that there is not 
quite the same demand for women that there is 
in places where the men are more exclusively 
business-men. The record of Miss Dodge and 
Miss Agnew in New York is equally good. 

Unquestionably the most enlightened public 
sentiment of Chicago is strongly in favor of adda- 
ing more women to the school board. But it is 
understood there are two aifficulties in the way: 
First, men want the sitions, and these men 
are voters and the leaders of other voters. Sec- 
ond, that members of the present board and 
other men who may become members, or who 
sympathize with members, prefer not to have 
women on the scbool board because it embar- 
rosses the men. I state these objections frankly, 
as I hear them, and appeal to the manliness of 
this city in asking, Are these valid objections 
when weighed against a demand that promises 
to bring the educated and philanthropic women 
of the city into a ere ane

STOCKS STILL ADVANCING. 


BUSINESS IN WALL STREET QUIET BUT 
SATISFACTORY. 


Many Brokers Tempted Away from the 
Street by the Kaces, but Enough Bulls 
Remain to Hold Things Up—The Ore- 
on Shares, Grangers, and Coalers Score 
an Advance—Dupee Gets a Permit Un- 
der the Banking Law—Echoes from the 
World of Finance. 


NEw YORK, June 18.—[Special.]—The charm- 
ing weather today made the turf and the bay so 
attractive to lovers of racing and yachting that 
many brokers and traders were tempted to 
abandon Wall street. There were few features. 
Seven stocks represent 70 per cent of the trans- 
actions. These N Atchison, New England, 
the coalers, and the Oregon Pacific group. No 
new developments were reported from the 
Northwest, and the Grangers are all higher. 

Mr. Schepp bought, apparently on orders, seve 
eral thousand shares Atchison. W. 8. Lawson 
& Co. were also heavy buyers. New England. 
which was second in activity, advanced 1 per 
cent on purchases by S. V. White, Messrs. Kirk- 
ner, Slayback, and Boston houses, The compro- 
mise between the contending parties in the Oregon 
& Transcontinental Company, whereby the Rail- 
way & Navigation is secured in its 6 per cent 
guarantee, caused the stock of the latter to ad- 
vance two points, to 100. The Northern Pacific 
and the Oregon Transcontinental are each up 1@ 
15g percent. Jersey Central rose to 1145, the 
highest price yet touched, and notwithstanding 
a subsequent reaction of a point closed on a net 
gain of 1%. Lackawanna and Delaware & Hud- 
son are up respectively Wan. The Grangers 
and the general list are all a fraction higher. 
New York, Susquehanna & Western preferred is 
up 1% and Chicago & Eastern Illinois preferred 
rose a full point on a statement that in addition 
to the 6 per cent on the preferred stock the com- 
pany is earning a respectable dividend on the 
common stock. 

The trusts were less active. Scarcely any- 
thing was done in Cotton Seed Oil shares and 
nothing further is heard in the street about the 
dividend. Director Thomas says that the com- 
pany has earned 8 percent during the year, and 
that within afew days the directors will meet 
and declare a quarterly dividend at the rate of 
5 percent. Another director says that he wil! 
oppase the payment of more than 1 per cent 
for the quarter, but Gen. Thomas declares em 
phatically that a majority of the directors favor 
the higher rate. Sugar Refineries rose about 
2 per cent, while National White Lead was 
strong and higher most of the day, but yielded a 
fraction toward the close.

SOUTHERN IRON MEN CONFIDENT, 


With Fair Railroad Rates They Fear No 
Competition from Pennsylvania, 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., June 18.—“ I do not expect 
any considerable advance in the price of iron for 
six months, said Mr. Thomas Seddon, President 
of the Sloss Iron & Steel Company. 

Will any of the Southern furnaces go out of 
blast if prices remain unchanged during the 
summer?” er 

“Certainly not. Southern furnace men are 
not making as much money as they would like to 
make, of course, but they are doing well, and 
they are not going to shut dowu unless iron goes 
much lower. The fact is, Southern 
furnaces are all making money at 
the present prices of iron, and are 
selling more than they would if iron were higher. 
With railroad rates against us we can still com- 
pete with Pennsylvania furnaces and have a fair 
margain left. e have recently asked the trunk 
lines to the West and North to give us better 
rates on prg iron, but I do not expect any — 
just now. The railroad managers evidently 
think we are doing well enough, as we keep right 
on selling and shipping iron. I am satisfied they 
would promptiy give us better rates if they 
thought we needed them. If there is a further 
decline in the price ef iron we will get better . 
rates, and then we will control the iron markets 
of the West against all competition.“ 

Mr. Seddon’s opinions are shared by a majority 
of the fron men of this city. They would like to 
get better prices, but they are making money 
now, and no Southern furnaces will go out of 
blast while present prices are maintained, 


DUPEE GETS HIS PERMIT, 


The Northern Trust Company Organized Un- 
der the Recently Sustained Banking Act.

The Weather in Control of Wheat. 

The weather is in control of the daily flour do- 
ings of the wheat market to such an extent that 
@ passing cloud will change the tone of the spec- 
ulators and in a moment convert furious, willing 
sellers into a howling mob of excited buyers. 
The spring price of July wheat showed a firmer 
feeling to prevail than at the close of the pre- 
vious day, 70% cents, the first recorded price be- 
ing an elvance of 4 cent on the last official quo- 
tation on Change, and i cent over the figure to 
which the curbstone operators had depressed it 
Monday afternoon. A further advance to 
78% cents took place in the course of about two 
hours. It went no higher, but gradually receded 
until 77% cents was touched, though it did not 
stay long there. The principal tr was done 
between 78 and 78% cents and it closed at 780 
7815 cents bid, which is about % cent lower than 
it left off. Business was only moderately active. 


A Telegraph Deal Completed.

These lice have also appeared 
in the wheat fields of Dearborn and Ripley Coun- 
ties, Indiana. Southern counties in the last 
named State have also suffered severely from 
floods. Thousands upon thousands of acres of 
fine corn and hundreds of acres of wheat are 
covered by the water’’ and many farmers have 
been driven from their homes to the hills.

PROHIBITION IN KANSAS. 


How the Prohibitory Law Was Violated in 
| Wichita in May. 1 

Wichita NVews-Beacon: There were forty- 
eight arrests for drunkenness tried in the 
police court during the month of May. Out 
of these forty-elght arrests there was but 
$95.75 collected in fines, showing that the 
majority of those arrested upon this charge 
belonged to that class whose members are 
not blessed with money. It is fair to pre- 
sume that this was but asmall per cent of the 
actual drunks, as only those who become 
troublesome or beastly drunk are arrested, 
while hundreds who were intoxicated but 
created no disturbance were unmolested by 
the officers. 

It prohibition is such a grand success, as 
some delight in claiming, where did these 
men getdrunk? It is possible the atmosphere 
or sewer gas affected them in this manner, 
but it is hardly probaple, 

A further giance at the police docket will 
demonstrate the fact that twenty arrests 
have been made for selling whisky in viola- 
tion of the city ordinance. Out of this num- 
ber arrested two pleaded guilty and were 
fined $100 each, while six were convicted but 
appealed their cases to the District Court. 
Aside from the above twenty, three arrests 
have been made on State warrants, making 
a total of twenty-three arrests during the 
month of May for selling liquor. 

»The law is impracticable,” remarked a 
county official, from the fact that for every 
man arrested, convicted, and sentenced to 
jail for selling liquor there is a man auxious- 
ly waiting to conduct the same business in 
the old stand vacated by his arrest. The 
fact that Jacoby is now serving out a sen- 
tence of 1,000 days in prison and Mrs. Smith 
has been sentenced to a fine of $200 and nine- 
ty days in jail during the last month, both 
for infraction of the Prohibitory law, does 
not intimidate the jointists or lessen the sale 
of beer and whisky. There are as many 
joints in Wichita wday as the business wul

‘* With the view of stopping this traffic the 
city is taxed to maintain a Board of Police 
Commissioners, together with a metropolitan 
police force of twenty-three men, yet the 
munificent sum derived from the drunks and 
liquor traffic during the month of May 
amounted in cash to $95.75. This prohibition 
is a nice thing for some people, but it is an 
expensive luxury to the taxpayers.“
